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PREFACE TO THE*FIRST EDITION. 

'THESE Volumes contain all the informatioji I have been able 
to collect concerning the British Enactments in force in 
the Native States in India.' 

2. The term “ British EnaLtments, " as used in these 
volumes, includes — 

(I) the Enactments made l>y the British J.egislature in 
exercise of the general jurisdiction which it pos- 
sesses over its subjects and servants in all Native 
States, and 

(IJ) the Enactments made by or under the authority of 
the British Indian E.xeovitive (jiov(‘rnment in exer- 
cise of the special jurisdictio]i which it has ac- 
quired, usually over all persons, in certain Native 
States or })laces therein. 

3. "The distinction between these two ilasses of Enactments 

has been observed in classifying the Brilish Enactments in force 
in the Native States dealt with in these volumes, the Enactments 
in force in each local area having been placed under separate 
heads according as they belong to one oi' other of these classes. 
Enactments which ymrport to be solely made under the authority 
of the Legislature, or which appear to be limited to the classes 
of persons with which the Legislature (jan deal, have been ar- 
ranged under one head and styled “ British- Indian Enact- 
ments;” whilst Enactments which purport to be made, in whole 
or in part, under the special authority of the Executive Govern- 
ment above described, or which do not to be limited to 

the classes of persons with which the Legislature can deal, have 
been arranged under a different head, having as its title the 
name of the particular place for which Jhe Enactments have

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been made with the word “ British ” prefixed. Broadly speak- 
ing, the “ British-Indian Enactments ” are personal laws ap- 
plicable only to British subjects or servants, whilst the other 
Enactments are territorial laws applicable to all persons in the 
particular places to which they respectively refer. 

4. The minor classification undei' each of these heads is 
identical, the Enactments being arranged, as far as possible, in 
separate lists, as they are of the nature of — 

(1) Principal Enac'tments, that is. Enactments made 

under the immediate atithority of the T.,egislature 
or the Executive Government, consisting of — 

A. — Enactments oi the LeaislnUirc— 

(a) Statutes, 

(b) Acts of the Governor-Oeneral in Coun- 
cil; 

B. — Enactments of the Ereentice Gorerninent — 

(a) Enactments of the British-Indian Legis- 

latures applied, 

(b) Special Laws; or 

(2) Subordinate Enactments, that is, Enactments (Rules 

and Orders), made under authority conferred in 
this liehalf by Principal Enactments. 

5. “ Special Laws ” are ne^v laws made by the Executive 
Government for places in which it has acquired special jurisdic- 
tion, while “ Enactments of the British-Indian Legislatures 
applied ” are, as their title indicates, existing British-Indian 
Enactments which have, by order of the Executive Government, 
been ado}>ted, usually witli certain modifications, as laws in such 
places. Thougli there is no material distinction between these 
two kinds of Enactments, it has been found convenient to ar- 
range them in separate grou]is in these volumes. 

^ Siriftly speaking, fil/ the Enactments of the Legislatures established in this 
country are Subordinate Enactments, inasmuch as the Indian Legislatures derive 
their authority solely from Parliamentary Enactments; hut for the purposes of 
thes(' Lists, Acts of the Goveruor-Generul in Council are classified as on the sam? 
footing with Statutes, 
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6. A general classification of the British Enactments which 
may be made for the Native States in India, and a detailed 
classification of the various British Enactments actually in force 
in the Native States dealt with in each volume, which have been 
prepared in accordance with the above remarks, will be found in 
Statements Nos. I and II. prefixed to these volumes (pages xi 
and xii). 

7. The Enactments which the various Native States may 
have made for their respective territories are beyond the scope 
of this work. 

8. For the convenience of local officers, each volume contains 
{see Part I) the British Enactments in force generally in all 
Native States in India, as well as the Enactments in force 
locally in the particular Nativf States with which it deals. 

9. Numerous references to Aitchison’s Treaties have been 
inserted, which will, it is hoped, add to the usefulness of these 
liists. The revised edition of 1876 is the one referred to. 

10. A short alphabetical index of names of places has been 
appended for convenience of reference. 

11. In compiling the volumes — 

(a) Rules and Orders of a temporary nature or conferring 
powers on persons by name have, as a rule, been 
omitted; and 

. ip) Special Laws and Subordinate Enactments, which 
are not to be found in the C.’.odes published by the 
Legislative Department, have, as a rule, been set 
out in ertenso. 

12. Mr. G. R. Ridge of the I,egislative De|)artment Office 
has assisted me in the preparation of the.se Lists, and Mr. F. G. 
Wigley, the Officiating Under Secretary, has kindly undertaken 
to supervise the passing of the final ]moof through the Press and 
the insertion of such Enactments as may be is.sued after this 
date. 

13. Lastly, it must be stated that these volumes are not 
authoritative, and that the Government of India is in no way 
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responsible for their contents. They have been compiled by me 
from the Official Gazettes, sujpplemented by local information 
obtained through the Foreign Department. Though I have 
made them as complete and accurate* as was possible, having 
regard to the materials at my disposal and the limited time 
which I have been at liberty to devote to the work, I am fully 
conscious of their many defects. At the same time J hope that 
notwithstanding their im[)orfections, the volumes will be found 
to be of some practical value to Political Officers and others 
desirous of obtaining information concerning the British Fn- 
actments in force in the Native States in India.

In his recent valuable work, “ 1'he Protected Native States 
of India,” Mr. Lee-Warner states (see page 366). that if the 
reader “ refers to the official Gazettes of the Indian Govern- 
ment he will find many scores of ))ages devoted annually to the 
judicial notifications published by the political offices of the 
Empire. The law relating to the Native States fills thousands 
of pages.” The object of the work now being brought to com- 
pletion has been to save the labour and trouble involved in re- 
ferring to the official Gazettes for these Notifications by sujiply- 
ing information in a classified form as to their contents. 
Though the work only professes to contain lists of the Notifica- 
tions in question, it will be found on examination that, except 
in the case of the two first volumes, which do not. as a rule, 
reproduce the subordinate Enactments, the whole of each Noti- 
fication referred to in these volumes is set out in e.xten^o either 
in the last column of the Lists or in the appendices, so that a 
reference to the Gazettes, even for the purpose of ascertaining 
the exact words of a Notification, has been rendered unnetes- 
sary. Indeed, if used in conjunction with the “ Codes ” pub- 
lished by the Legislative Department, which contain the Sta- 
tutes, Acts, and Regulations mentioned in the Lists, these 
volumes ought to form a fairly complete handbook to the British 
Enactments now in force in the Native States of India. 





The subject of the relations between the British Government 
and the Native States of India has of late been brought before 
the public not only in Mr. Lee-Warner’s work above mentioned, 
but also in Mr. Tup[)er’s no less valuable work, “ Our Indian 
Protectorate.” In both these volumes these relations have been 
treated of chiefly from a politico-historical point of view. In 
his earlier work, entitled “ A Collection of Treaties, Engage- 
ments, and Sanads relating to India and neighbouring coun- 
tries,” of which a revised edition has recently been published. 
Sir Charles Aitchison dealt very fully and comprehensively 
with the same subject, mainly from the standpoint of our con- 
tractual relations towards these States. In these and the pre- 
vious volumes of this woric an attempt has been made to ap- 
proach this sul)ject from what may be described as its legal or 
jurisdictional aspect, the object being to show the extent to 
w'hich British-made law a}>plies In these Native States, ami. 
though these volumes are practically little more than compila- 
tions of information wliich is available to any one who chooses 
to study the Gazettes, they will perhaps help to throw light on 
what has hitherto been a somewhat confusing branch of the 
subject.

i.ncluded in the lists, with the e\ce))tion of certain special ones, 
which w'ere reproduced hi pMenso in Appendices ; in the present 
edition, however, all Enactments which have been issued by the 
Government of India have been reproduced in extenso, except 
in yo far as they are to be found in the volumes of General Acts 
of the Governor-General in Council, oi' in one of the I’rovincial 
Codes. In such cases full references are given : and the chrono- 
logical lists which formed the basis of the first edition arc only 
retained in a simplified form to serve the purposes of a table oi’ 
index. In its ]'U'esent form it is hoped that the Avork may be 
regarded as a not inadequate supplement to the General Acts of 
the Governor-General in CouiKil and the Provincial Codes.

IN this, the third, edition of “ British Enactments in force in 
Native States,” the system of arrangement has been altered 
from that adopted by Mr. (now Sir .Tolin) Macpherson in the 
first edition. States in relation with the (Jovernment of India, 
with the Administered Areas situated in them, have i>eeu 
grouped (Volumes I-lII) apart from those in relation with 
Local Governments (Volume JV). while one Volume (V) is de- 
voted to Railways wherever situated. Again orders under Acts 
applied and under l.o'al J.aws have been separated from the 
rest of the enactments, and form Volumes J1 and III in the ease 
of the first group of States, and Pai t II ol Volume IV in the 
case of the second group, and I’art II of Volume V in the case 
of railways. Lastly, for c(>nvenience of reference, orders re- 
lating to Courts have been entered under a separate sub-head 
in each chapter in Volumes I. TV, Part I, and V, Pai’t I. 
In the Appendices have been collected all orders to wliich there 
are constant references in the body of the work, or 'vhich it is 
convenient to group together for ])urposes f)f comparison, such 
as orders relating to the a[)pointment of Justices ot the Peace, 
of Marriage Registrars, and of Registrars of Births and 
Deaths.

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PREFACE TO THE FOURTH EDITION. 

|N this tnlition the general scheme of arrangement has been 
i maintained. “ Orders under Acts locally applied ” and 
“ Orders under T.ocal l^ows ” have, however, been printed im- 
mediately following other enactments relating to the same areas 
instead of in a se})arate Part or volume. In the ease of Ad- 
ministered Areas “ Orders relating to C'onrts”, which in the 
previous edition were placed between “ Acts locally applied 
and “ Local Laws ” have been ])rinted after the latter. Noti- 
fications applying to ]iartienlar areas have been transferred to 
the body of the work f!'on» (Jie Appendices, which have thus 
been much I'educed by restricting them almost entirely to noti- 
fications applying to all or several of the Agencies. The Tables 
of Contents have been amidified and other formal changes of a 
minor character have been introduced for facility of reference. 
Headings and sub-headings have been printed across the page 
(instead of in the margin) with the addition of a general head- 
ing on each page, and this arrangement, which is more econo- 
mical, will also, it is believed, lx* found more convenient for pur- 
poses of reference. It has been necessary to nn'liide a great 
deal of new matter with the result that a separate volume has 
been devoted to each of the larger Agencies. 

2. The hulk of this comi)ilation is necessarily concerned 
with the enactments in force in Administered .Vreas, as, prac- 
tically, each Administered Area has now a complete code of 
its own, while in State territory (apart from Administered 
Areas and areas where s})ecial jurisdiction has been ceded) 
British enactments are only in force to a very limited extent. 

3. It may be of use to add a few remarks regarding each 

of the different classes of “ British enactments comprised in 
these volumes. ' 

' As regards the expression “ British enactments see paragraph 2 of the 
Preface to the 1st Edition. Tt is a term of convenience which includes whal 
might more «appropriately be described as British Indian enactments 
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4. The enactments 'in force in State territory (other than 
Administered Areas) are classified as follows : — 


I.— Statutes, i.e., Arts of Parliament. 

Such Acts have generally speaking no territorial applica- 
tion in the States in India. Some of them, however, extend as 
a personal law to subjects or servants of the t'roAvn, wherevei' 
they may be. In the [irevious editions a short list of such 
Statutes was included. It has not been considered necessary to 
re-print this list. It would he a matter of great difficulty (in- 
volving an examination of the whole of the British Statiite 
Book) to make a complete list of all Statutes whidi contain any 
provisions which might be held ap])licahle to British subjects 
in Indian States. Such a list would include, c.g.. the Army 
Act and the Air Force Act which apply to His Majesty’s 
British forces, wherever they may be, the Official Secrets Act, 
1911, which relates to offences under the Act committed by 
British officers or subjects anywhere, and the Br itish National- 
ity and Status of Aliens Act, 1914, in so far as it operates to 
confer British Nationality in certain cases on persons born out 
of His Majesty's dominions. It is necessary, however, to 
specify the Foreign Jurisdiction Act, 1S90 (providing for the 
exercise of His Majesty’s jurisdiction out of His dominions) 
under which has issued the Indian (Foreign Jurisdiction) Order 
in Council, 1992, which empowers the Governor General in 
Council to make provision for the exercise of such jurisdiction 
as is possessed by the Crown in Indian States. It is also neces- 
sary to mention the Government of India Act' in so far as it 
enables the Indian I.egislature to legislate for all subjects of 
His Majesty and servants of the CroAvn in parts of India out- 
side British India, and for the Government of His Majesty’s 
Indian forces, wherever they may be serving (section 65), and 
for the discipline of any naval forces raised by the Governor 
General in Council (section 66), and empowers the Governor

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General in Council to authorise any High Court in British 
India to exercise all or any portion of its jurisdiction in respect 
of any British subject for the time being within any part of 
India outside British India (section 109). 

II . — Orders under Statvtes. 

Only a few Orders are included under this head, and these 
are Orders, specifically relating to Indian States, made under 
such Statutes as are mentioned above. The principal of the?>e 
Orders is the Indian (Foreign Jurisdiction) Order in Council, 
1902', which is of fundamental importance, as it i.s under the 
powers delegated by this Order that almost all the main noti- 
fications have been issued which provide for the e.vercise of 
jurisdiction in State territory and for the administration of 
the Administered x\reas. The only other Order of importance 
under this head is the one which provides for the exercise of 
jurisdiction by High Courts in British India over European 
British subjects in Indian States, which was i.ssued under .sec- 
tion 109 of the Covcrnment of India Act. 

III.— d cts of the (lore.rnor General in Council and of the Indian 

Legislature. 

By section 05 of the Covernrnent of India Act the Indian 

I. egislature is emiiowered to make laws not only for British 
India but also for F.uropean subjects of His Majesty and ser- 
vants of the CroAvn (whether British subjects or not) in other 
parts of India and for native Indian subjects of His Majesty, 
wherever they may be. and there are similar provisions in ear- 
lier Statutes empowering the Governor General in Council to 
legislate in the same way. It is only to this extent that an Act 
of the Governor General in Council or of the Indian Legislature 
is capable of being in force in the Indian States and no such 
Act is so in force unless provision on this behalf is made in the 
extent clause. A list of Acts so in force is given in Appendix 

II. This list has, in this edition, been confined strictly to those 
Acts which have an actual application to specified classes of

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persons in the Indian States. Certain other Acts, which are- 
not in force beyond the limits of British India but which con- 
tain provisions specially affecting the States, have been separ- 
ately enumerated in Appendix III. 

IV . — Ordorft under Acts of the Gorernor General in Council 
and of the Indian Legislature. 

These arc such Orders made under enaelmeuts of Class lit 
as relate specifically to Indian States. They thus have the 
same limited application, /.c., they apply only fo British sub- 
jects or a particular claiss of British subjects oi- to servants of 
the Crown, in the States. Other Orders under tiiese enact- 
ments will be found in “ Oeneral, Statu toiy Ilulfcs and Orders, 
1925’'. Some Ilules and Orders are cited (as in th^^ previous 
editions') which are not actually in force in the States but which 
specially affect the States. Their inclusion, though not strictly 
logical, is probably of some convenience, and, to guard against 
misunderstanding, footnotes have k-en added where necessary. 

V . — Orders relating to Courts. 

These are Orders of a miscellaneous character j m(.r5tly is- 
sued under the Indian (Foreign Jurisdiction) Order in Council, 
1902,] I'elating to the exercise by Courts established by the 
Governor General in Council of such jui isdiction as is possessed 
by the Governor General in (,'ouncil in State territory. For 
convenience of reference, however, some other Orders are in- 
cluded which affect the State Courts (the Courts of the Durbar), 
c.g., empowering Courts in British India or in Administered 
Areas to serve summons or execute deiTces of such Courts. 

5. In a numl)er of States there are Administered Areas 
which are parts of the State in which they are sitirated but are 
occupied as British Cantonments or as the Headquarters of an 
Agency or Residency. In these areas the sovereignty remains 
with the Durbai- but the jurisdiction necessary for pur[)o.ses of 
administration has been ceded to or otlierwise ac({uired by the 
British Government. For these areas the Governor General in 
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Council legislates under the powers conferred hy the Indian 
(Foreign Jurisdiction) Order in* Council, 1902, either — 

(1) by applying (with such modifications as may be suit- 

able) British or, in the vast majority of cases, 

British Indian enactments, or 

(2) by making new laws especially for the area or areas 

concerned. 

In certain cases the Governor General in Council has dele- 
gated his powers under the Order' in Council. 

6. The enactments in fc>roe in Administered Areas are 
divided into the following classes : — 

I to IV. A, S’ aboee. — Enactments which are in force in a 
State operate also in an Adnfinistered Area, within that State. 

V. AcU- locally applied. — These are the British or British 
Indian enactments applied as meiitioned in paragraph 5 above. 

VI. Local Laws. — These are the Laws made specially for 
the area or areas concerned. 

VII. Orders relatiny to Cotirts. — These are Orders collected 
for convenience under this head relating to the establishment 
and jurisdiction of t'ourts in these areas and to subsidiary 
matters and are made under the Foreign Jurisdiction Order in 
Council or under the Criminal or Civil Procedure Codes, or 
other Acts, as applied to the areas. 

VIII. Orders under Acts locally applied. — These are orders 
made for Administered Areas under the Acts applied to those 
areas, and are issued by the Governor General in Council or 
by the Political Agent or Resident according as the rule-mak- 
ing power vests in the Governor General in Council or in the 
“ Local Government”. 


‘ i,c., to the Governor of Bombay in Council in regard to the States in political 
relations with the Bombay Government, and to the Agent to the Governor General 
in the Western India States Agency in respect to the States included in that 
Agency. ! 

* or, in the case of the States mentioned in the footnote above, by the (Jov- 
-ernor of Bombay in Council or the Agent to the Governor General, Western Indian

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IX. Orders under *Loral Zfmv.— Similarly these are sub- 
ordinate eiiactnieiits made uikIob the i.ocal Laws in force in the 
Administered Areas. 

7. Apart from the “ Administered Areas " (as described 
above) the (Governor General in Conneil has in some cases ac- 
(juired special jurisdiction over some of the State territories, 
(e.f/., in certain States or h'..states in the Western India States 
Agemw and in the Bombay States) The laws made or ap- 
plied in the exercise of this special jurisdiction are in this 
compilation termed “ Special Laws”.

Ao. 9S4 dated the ISth May, lS80.-~\w exercise of the powers 

confeiTod by sections 4 and 5 of the ^Foreign 4 urisdictioo and Extra- 
dition Act, X\I ol 1<S79, and of all other powers enabling' him in tiii^ 
behalf, the Governor General in Council is pleased to make the following 
Law for the regulation and control of Jiacknev carriages in th(‘ district, 
including the cantonment and town, of Quetta: — 

1. S>hort title, local extent, and, coniinencemcnl , — ( /) This Law may 
be called the Quetta Hackney (carriage T^aw, 1889. 

(2) It extends to the district, including the cantonment and town, 
of Quetta; and 

(-?) It shall come into foi-ce at once. 

2. Definition of hackney carriaye, — In this J^aw *’ hackney carri 
age ” means any wdieeled vehicle drawn by animals and used for the 
conveyance of passengers, which is kept, or offered, or plies foj* hire. 

8. Pinrer to Ayent to the (rocernor (ieneraJ in Bahichistan /o make 
raleii . — (/) The Agent to the Governor General in Baluchistan may. 
from time to time, make rules for the regulation and control of hackney 
carriages within the limits of the district, including the cantonment and 
town, of Quetta. 

(2) Every rule made imder this section >halL when published for 
such time and in such manner as the Agent to the Governor General 
may, from time to time prescribe, have the force of law:

22, Scaveii(/m(/ ta.r , — When the riunmittee has, with regard to any 
buildings or lands, in exc^rcise ot the ]>owers conferred by this Law, 
provided for the performance by its agents of the 'duties usually per- 
formed by sweepers, it nmy, with the previous sanction of the Agent to 
the Governor General and in the manner by this I^aw' directed, impose 
upon those buildings and lands, in addition to any other tax imposed 
upon them under this Tiuw, a tax, to be called the scavenging tax, at 
such rate or of such amount as it thinks fit: 

Provided tliat in fixing the rate or amount of such tax regard shall 
be had to the principle that the total net ])roceeds of the tax should 
not exceed the cost of the perfoiinance of the said duties.

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ing works for the supply of water or paying the principal or interest of 
any loan raised for the construction of sucli works impose, in the inan- 
.ner by this Law directed, a tax, to be called the water-tax, upon build- 
ings or lands which are so situated tliat their occu])ier8 can benefit by 
the works : 

Provided that, in fixing the rate of snoh tax, regard shall be had to 
the principle that the total net proceeds of the tax, with the estimated 
income from payments for water supplied from the woiks under special 
contracts, should not exceed the amount required for the said purposes. 

24. (1) 1^0 tax shall come into force until one month after it ims 
been notified. 

(2) Notification of and power to abolish and reduce tases, — The 
Agent to the Governor General may, by notification, abolish or reduce 
in amount any tax imposed under the foregoing sections. 

25. Power to exempt from taxation. — (/) The Committee may bv 
resolution exempt in whole or in part from the payment of any such 
tax any ])erson Avho by reason of poverty may in its opinion be unable 
to pay the same.

des(*ribed as to be generally known ; and it shall not bo ne(*essary to 
name the owner or (^(‘upicr tbeveof. 

27. Taxes whcyi paid. — Any tax imposed under the foregoing sec- 
tions and payable periodically shall be pay.‘ible on such dates and in 
such instalments (if any) as the ^[Political Agent] may, from time to 
time, prescribe. 

28. Receipts to he given.— For all sums paid on account of any tax 
under this Law a receipt stating the amount and the tax on account 
of which it is jiaid, shall be given, on bis application, to the person 
making the payment. 

29. Appeals against taxation* — (1) An appeal against the assessment 
or levy of any tax under this liaw shall lie to the Commissioner. 

(2) Subject to revision by the Agent to the Governor General, the 
order of the appellate authority shall be final. 

30. Limitation for appeals, — (i) No appeal shall lie in respect of a 
tax on any building or land unless it is preferred within one month

32. Power to examine article liable to octroi, — Kv(*ry person blinking 
or receiving* Avithin the ^[octroi limits] any artieh* on which octroi is- 
payable, shall, avIhui r(H|iiired hy an ofth er authoi'is»‘(] l)y tlu' (Political 
Agent in tliat behalf and so far as may he necessaiy for as(‘ertaining 
the amount of tax chargeable — 

{a) permit that officer to insp(‘(‘t, examine, weigh or otherwise 
(leal witli (h(* article, amf 

(h) (‘oniniuuic ate to that offi(‘er any information and exhibit to him 
any hill, invoice or document ot a lik(‘ nature that he may 
possess relating to the arthde. 

33. Power to seat ell where octroi is leviable. If after the imposition 
of an o(‘ti'oi tax any [)erson hiinging oi- receiAing a conv(*yance oi- 
package within the ^[octroi limits] refuses on the demand of an officer 
authorised by tljc Political Agent on this behalf, to permit ^iicli officer

(б) all fines realised in cases in which jiroseiuitions are instituted

as the Governor General in Council may from time to time 
direct to be paid as a contiibution to the Quetta Canton- 
ment Fund; 

(b) secondly, such sum as may be required for the payment of 

any amounts falling due on any loan legally contracted 
for, or on behalf of, the Committee; 

(c) thirdly, such sum as may be required to meet the charges of 

the Committee's evstablishincnt. including such subscrip- 
tions, contributions and payments as are referred to in sec- 
tion 18, and such sum as may be required for the mainten- 
ance of a police establishment under Chapter V of this 
Law. 

(2) Subject to the charges specified in sub-section (I) and to such 
rules as the Agent to the Governor General may make with respect to 
the priority to be given to the several duties of the Committee, the 
Municipal Fund shall be applicable to the payment, in whole or in* 
part, of the charges and expenses incidental to the following matters 
within the Municipality, namely ; — 

[а) the construction, maintenance, improvement, cleansing and 

repair of public streets, bridges, drains, latrines and water- 
courses ; 

(б) the watering and lighting of such streets or any of them; 

(c) the construction, establishment and maintenance of rest- 

houses, markets, pounds and other works of public utility; 
(rf) grants-in-aid to schools, hospitals, dispensaries, poor-houses* 
leper-asylums and other educational or charitable institu-^ 
tions ; 
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{e) the supply, storage and pyeservation from pollution of water 
for the use of men or animals; 

(/) the planting and preservation of trees; 

{g) the taking of a census, the registration of births, marriages 
and deaths, public vaccination and any other sanitary 
measure ; 

(A) the destruction of stray and ownerless dogs; 

(z) all acts and tliingvS which are likely to promote the safelv. 
health, welfare or convenience of the inhahitants, or on 
penditure which may be declared by the Committee, with 
the sanction of the Agent to the Governor General, to he 
an appropriate charge on the Municipal Fund. 

39. Custody of Municipal Fund , — The Municipal Fund shall be kept 
in the Government treasury at Quetta. 

40. Investment of same, — (i) The Committee may, from time to 
time, with the previous sanction of the Agent to the Governor General, 
invest any portion of the Municipal Fund in securities of the Govern- 
ment of India or such other securities as the (Jovernor General in 
Council may, from time to time, approve in this behalf, and may varj 
such investments for others of a like nature, and may with like sanction 
realise any investments made under this sub-section. 

{2) The income resulting from the vsecurities and the proceeds of the 
sale of the same shall be credited to the Municipal fund.

CHAPTER VI. 

Powers for Sanitary and other Purposes. 

Streets and Buildings. 

43. Power to acquire land for building sites adjoining new streets , — 
When any land is required for a new street or for the improvement of 
an existing street, the Committee may cause to be acquired, in addition 
to the land to be occupied by the street, the land necessary for the sites 
of the buildings to be erected on the sides of the street.

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44. Power to close streets, — T^e Political Agent, with the concur- 
rence of the Committee, may close temporarily any streets or parts 
thereof for any iniblic purpose, and with the Agent to the Cfovernor 
(lenerars permission may divert, discontinue or permanently close any 
street. 

45. Power to permit temporary occupation of streets, etc, — The 
Political Agent may giant permission in writing for the temporary 
<>(*(‘\ipation of any street for the purpose of depositing any building mate- 
rials or mahing any tein])orary excavation therein or erection thereon, 
subject to such conditions and the payment of such fees as ’[he] may 
prescribe, and may at his di.scretioii withdraw such permission. 

46. Power to attach brackets for lamps. — The Political Agent may 
attach to the outside of any building brackets for lamps in such manner 
as not to cause injury theret(» or inconvenience. 

47. Names of streets and numbers of buildin<fs. Tlie (Vnniuittee at a 
mc(*ting may name any street, and the Political Agent may cause that 
name and likewis(‘ any number to be affixed on any building, and may 
from time to tiine cause the same to be altered. 

Whoever destroys, pulls down, alters or defaces any such name or 
number shall, on conviction by a Magistrate, be punished with a fine 
that may extend to twenty rupees. 

“[47-A. Bills-sl iekiny icithout permission . — Who(‘ver, without the 
consent of the owner or occupier or other person for the time being in 
charge, affixes any poster, bill, notice, placard or other paper or means 
of advertisement against or upon any building, wall, tree, board, fence 
or ])ale, or writes u]nn» soils, defaces, or marks any such building, wall, 
tree, hoard, feiK*(* or ])ale with chalk or ])aint or in any other way 
whatsot'ver, shall he [)unishahle with fine wliich may extend to twenty 
rupees.] 

48. Notice of new buildings, — Every person intending to erect, re- 
t‘H‘ct, alter or re|)air any upper storey or other building shall give 
notice iii writing of his intention to the Political Agent and shall, if 
ic{pnred io do so, submit a plan showing the levels at which the founda- 
tions and lowest floor are proposed to be laid and specifications of the 
works intended 1o be constructed and the materials to be used, and 
shall obey any written directions consistent with this Law given by the 
Political Agent thereupon; and the Political Agent, with the concur- 
rence of the Committee, may prohibit such erection, re-erection, altera- 
iion or repair, if in his opinion it is likely tcpbe injurious to the neigh- 
bourhood or in respect of free passage or roadway, free circulation of

of frontage or any other matter which the Agent to the Governor 
General niay from time to time prescribe :

Tf the erection, re-erection, alteration or re])air of any building is 
begun without the perinission of the Political Ageid, or in disobedience 
to any direction issued by the Political Agent, under this section, or

oO. Jiathiny and washiny places, — The Committee may set apail: 
suitablt‘ ])la(u*s for the purpose of bathing, and may specify the times 
at which, and the sex of the persons by whom, such places may be 
used, and may alvSo set apart suitable places for washing animals or 
clothes, or for any purpose connected with the health, cleanliness and 
comfort (»f ihe inhabitants; and may, by public notice, prohibit bathing 
or the washing of animals or clothes, in any public place not so set apart 
or at times, or by persons other than those specified, and all other acts 
by wiiicb uater in public* ])laces may be reudered foul or unfit for use. 

f)eposit of (Offensive Matter and Sian yh tec-places, 

51. Removal and deposit of offensive mattec , — The Committee may 
fi,x places witliin, or, with the approval of the ^[Political Agent], beyond 
the limits of the Municipality for the deposit of refuse, rubbish or 
offensive matter of auy kind or for the disposal of the dead bodies of 
animals, and may by public notice give directions as to the time, 
manner and conditions at, in and under which such refuse, rubbish or 
offensive matter or the dead bodies of animals may be removed along 
any street and deposited at such places. 

52. places for slaughter of animals, — {1) TJie Committc‘e may fix 
and abolish places either within, or, with the approval of the ^[Political 
Agent], beyond the limits of the Municipality for the slaughter of

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nnimals or any specified description of animals for sale, and may witli 
the like approval grant and withdraw licenses for the use of such placeSi 
or, if they belong to the Committee, charge rent or fees for the use 
of the same. 

{2) When any snch place has been fixed, no person shall slaughter 
any such animal for sale within the Municipality at any other place. 

Wlmever slaughters any such animal at any other place for sale 
within the Municipality shall, on conviction by a Magistrate, be punished 
with fine whicli may extend to twenty rupees. 

Burial and Burnimj places. 

53. Powers in respect of burial and burning places, — {!) The Com- 
mittee may by public notice order any burial or burning ground which 
is, in its opinion, dangerous to the health of persons living in the neigh- 
bourhood, to be closed from a date *to be specified in the notice. 

{2) Private burial-places in such burial-grounds may be ex(‘epied 
from the notice, subject to suidi coudilions as the (^>nmiiltee ma.v 
impose in this behalf. 

(5) No burial or burning ground, whether public or private, shall be 
made or formed after the passing of this T^uw without the permission in 
writing of the Committee. 

{4) If any person buries or burns, or causes or permits to be buried 
or burnt, any corpse in any burial or burning ground made or formed 
contrary to the provisions of this section, or after the date fixed there- 
under lor ( losing tlic same, he shall, on conviction by a Magistrate, be 
punished with fine which may extend to fifty rupees. 

(J) The Committee may by public notice prescribe routes for the 
removal of corpses to burial or burning places. 

Inflammable Materials, 

54. Inflainable Materials , — The Political Agent may, where it 
appears to him to be necessary for the prevention of danger to life or 
property, by public notice, prohibit all persons from stacking or collect- 
ing wood, straw or other inflammable materials, or placing mats, erect- 
ing booths or thatched huts, or lighting fires in any place or within any 
limits specified in the notice. 

Powers of Entry and Inspection, 

55. Inspection of drains, privies and, cesspools, — {!) The Political 
Agent, or any person authorised by him in this behalf, may, after 
giving six hours’ notice in writing to the occupier of any land or'huild- 
ing in which any drain, privy or cesspool is situated, inspect any such 
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drain, privy or cesspool at any time between sunrise and sunset and may, 
if necessary, cause the ground to be opened wherever he may think fit 
for the pTir[iose of proventinp^ or removing any nuisance arising there- 
f I’om . 

(2) IC on such inspection it appears that the opening of tht‘ ground 
was necessary for the prevention or removal of a nuisance, the expenses 
thereby incurred shall be paid by the owner of the laud or biiildifig or 
by the oecuy)ier, as the Politicjil Agent may direct; but if it is found 
that no nuisance (‘xists, or but for such opening would liave existed, 
the ground shall be closed and made good as soon as may be, and the 
expense of opening, closing and making it good shall be ]>aid from the 
Municipal Fund. 

bf). l^ower I a enter and inspect the huilditips, etc. -Tlie Political 
Agent, or any ])erson authorised by him in this behalf, may, after giving 
twenty-four hours’ notice in writing to the occupier, or, if there is no 
occupier, to the owner, of any l>uilding at anv time betw oi'u sunri^*e 
and sunset, enter and inspei’t the building, and may by notice direct 
all or any part thereof to be forthwith internally or externally lime- 
washed, disinfected or otherwise cleansed for sanitai'y^ reasons. 

57. Other powers of entry on building or land . — The Political Agent, 
or any person authorised by him in this behalf, may, after giving 
twenty-four hours’ notice in writing to the occupier, or if there is no 
occupier, to the owner, of any building or land at any time bidweeu 
sunrise and sunset, — 

(a) enter on and survey and take levels of any land; 

(ft) enter, inspect and meavsure any building for the purpose of 

valuation; or 

(c) enter into any building or any land for the purpose of examin- 
ing works under construction, of ascertaining the course 
of sewers or drains, or of executing or repairing any works 
authorised by this Law. 

58. Power to enter for discovery of vehicles or animals liable to 
taxation . — The Political Agent, or any person authorised by him in this 
behalf, may, at any time between sunrise and sunset, enter and inspect 
any stable, coach-house or other place wherein there is reason to believe 
that there is any vehicle or animal liable to taxation under this l^aw, 
for which a licerif^e has not been duly taken out. 

59. Power to inspect places for sale of food or drink, etc., and to 
seize unwholesome articles exposed for sale . — The Political Agent, or 
any person authorised by him in writing in this behalf, may, at all 
reasonable times, enter into and inspect any market, building, shop, 
stall or place used for the sale of food or drink for human consumpiion, 
or as a slaughter-house, or for the sale of drugs, and inspect and examine 
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any food or drink, animal or dru^ which may he therein, and if any 
article of food or drink or any animal therein appears to be intended 
for human consumption and to be unfit therefor, may seize and remove 
the same or may ( aiise it to be destroyed, or to be .so disposed of as to 
y)revent its being* exposed for sale or used for such (‘onsumption ; 

and, in case any drug is reasonably suspected to be adulterated in 
such manner as to lessen its etiicacy or to ehange its o])eration or to 
render it noxious, may remove the same, giving a receipt therefor, and 
may cause it to be brought before a Magistrate for enquiry whether any 
offence has been committed in respect thereof and for his orders as to 
its disposal. 

U(). Power af ciilrjf jar purposes oj seareupin p . — (7) Tlie (Anumittee 
may provide for the performance by its Agents of the duties usually 
])erformed by sweej)ers in respect of any buildings or lamls oi* oi any 
drains, privies, cesspools or other receptacles for offensive matter per- 
taining to buildings or land, ^ 

(.:i) Such provision may be made in respect of individual buildings 
or lands or of buildings or lands generally. 

{3) Nothing in this section or section 22 shall be deemed to preclude 
the Committee from making provision of a different nature for different 
buildings or lands, and (barging scavenging-tax at different rates 
therefor, or from (‘xempiiiig wholly or in paii; from such tax at its 
discretion any individual who has made arrangements to its satisfaction 
for the performance of the duties aforesaid. 

(4) When the Committee has undertaken to provide for the j>er- 
formance by its Agents of such duties as aforesaid, the persons employed 
by it t() perforin the same may enter on the property at all reasonable 
times so far as may be necessary for the proper discharge of those 
duties; and the Political Agent, or any person authoibied by him in 
this h(dialf, may enier on the property at all reasonable times for the 
|)ur])()se ot ascei’taining that such duties have been duly performed. 

61. Prcetnff ions to he observed in entering dwellinp,- When any 
builditig UM*d as a human dwelling is entered under this Law, due 
regard shall be paid to the social and religious sentiments of the occu- 
]»ievs, and before any apartment in the a(‘tual occupation of any woman 
wh(L ac(‘oi‘ding to custom, does not appear in public, is entered under 
this Law, notice shall be given to her that she is at li!)eriy to withdraw, 
.and every reasonable facility shall be afforded to Jier for withdrawing. 

Water-pipes, Privies and Drains, 

(i2. Troughs and gripes for rain-water , — The Political Agent may, 
by notice in writing, require the owner of any building in any street 
to put up and keep in good condition proper troughs and pipet^ for 
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receiving* and cariying ilio water from the roof and other parts thereof 
and for diseharg*ing the same, so as not to inconvenience persons passing 
along the street. * 

63. Provision of privies, etc. — ( 1 ) The Political Agent may, by 
notice in writing, reqtiire the owner of any building to provide any 
privy or cesspool or additional privies or cesspools which should, in his 
opinion, be provided for the building, in such manner as to satisfy the 
general requirements of the Committee. 

(2) The Political Agent may, by notice in writing, require the 
owner or occupier of any building or land to have any privy provided 
for the same shut out by a snlficient roof and wall or fence from the view 
of persons passing by or dwelling in the neighbourhood, or to remove 
or alter, as the Committee directs, any door or trap-door of a privy 
opening on to any street or drain. 

(S) The Political Agent may, by notice in writing, re([uirc any 
jierson emploviug more than twenfy workmen or labourers to provide 
^uch latrines and urinals as the Political Agent may think fit and to 
( ause the same to be k(*pt in prop(‘r order and to be daily (‘leansed, 

()4, ( \}nstr action , repairing and closing of drains, privies and cess- 
pools. — {1) The Political Agent may, by notice in writing, require the 
owner or occupier of any building or land to repair or alter and put 
in good order any drain, privy or cesspool or to close any cesspool belong- 
ing thereto. 

(2) The Political Agent may, hy notice in writing, require any per- 
son who constructs any new drain, privy or cesspool without his ]>er 
mission in writing or contrary to his directions or rules or to tl)e ])ro- 
visions of this Law, or who constructs, rebuilds or opens any drain, 
privy or cesspool which has been ordered to be demolished or closed or 
not to be made, to demolish such dtain, privy or cesspool, or to make 
such alterations thertnii as he thinks fit. 

65. U n authorised buildings over di'ains, cic. — The Political Ag<nit 
may, by notice in writing, require any person who without his per- 
mission in writing newly erects or rohuildvS any building over any public 
sewer, drain, culvert, water-course or water-pipe, to pull down or other- 
wise deal with the same as he thinks fit. 

66. Removal of latrines, etc., near any source of ivate) -supply . — 
The Political Agent may, by notice in writing, require any owner or 
occupier on Avbose land any drain, latrine, urinal, cesspool or otluo 
receptacle for filth or refuse for the time being exists within fifty feet 
of any spring, well, reservoir or other water source, to remove or (dose 
the same within one week. 

67. Power to require drainage, etc., of unwholesome land, efc.- ~Thf 
Political Agent may, by notice in writing, re(iui]‘e any owner oi occupied 
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of any land or building to cleanse, repair, cover, fill up or drain ofl 
any private land, well, reservoir, pool or excavation tlnuein which 
appears to him to be injurious to* health or offensive to the neighbour- 
hood. 

Dangerous buildings and places. 

68. Power to require buildings, wells, tanks, etc., to be secured . — 
If any building or any well, tank or other excavation is for want of 
sufficient repair, protection or enclosure, dangerous to persons passing 
by, or dwelling or working in the neighbourhood, the Political Agent 

by notice in writing, require the owner or occupier thereof to 
repair, protect or enclose the same ; and if it appears to him to be 
necessary in order to prevent imminent danger, he sliall forihwitli take 
such steps as are necessary to avert the danger. 

69. Buildings, etc., in ruinous or dangerous state. — ^If any building, 
wall or struciure, or anything affixed thereto, is deemed by the Political 
Agent to be in a ruinous state or in any way dangerous, he may, with 
the concurrence of the Committee, * by notice in writing, require the 
owner or occupier thereof forthwith either to remove the same or to 
cause such repairs to be made to it as the Committee considers necessary 
for the publi(t safety; and, if it appears to him to be necessary in order 
to prevent imminent danger, the Political Agent may forthwith take 
such ste])s as are necessary to avert the danger. 

Buildings and grotmds in unsanitary condition. 

70. Power to require owner to clear away noxious vegetation. — The 
Political Agent may, by notice in writing, require the owner or occu- 
pier of any land to clear away and remove any thick or noxious vege- 
tation, jungle or under-growth which may appear to be injurious to 
health oi* offensive to the neighbourhood. 

71. Power to trim hedges and trees bordering on streets. — The 
Political Agent may, by notice in writing, require the owner or occupier 
of any land within tliroe days to cut or trim the hedges thereof border- 
ing on any siaeet, or branches of trees growing thereon which overhang 
any street and obstruct the vsame or cause danger therein, or which so 
overhang any well, tank or other water so\irce as to be likely to pollute 
the w^oter thereof. 

72. Power to have building or land cleansed. — If the owner or 
occupier of any building or land suffers the same to be in a filthy or 
unwholesome state, the Political Agent, may, by notice in writing, 
require him within twenty-four hours to cleanse the same or otherwise 
put it in a proper state. 

73. Powers in respect of building unjit for habitation. — ^If any 
building appears to the Political Agent to be unfit for human habi-

tation in consequence of tlie want of proper means of drainage or venti- 
lation or for any other sufficient reason, the Political Agent may, by 
notice in writing, prohibit the owner or occupier thereof from using 
the same for human habitation or suffering it to be so used until the 
Political Agent is satisfied that it has been rendered fit for such use. 

74. Power to require untenanted buildings becoming a nuisance to 
be secured or enclosed, — The Political Agent may, by notice in writing, 
require the owner or person claiming to be the owner of any building or 
Jand which, by reason of abandonment, of disputed OAvnership or other 
cause, remains untenanted and thereby becomes a resort of idle and 
disorderly persons or oiherwise a nuisance, to secure or enclose the same 
within a reasonable time to be fixed in the notice. 

75. Culti ration , iise of nuniure or trri gation i)ijurious to health, 
>afler ^prohibition. — ( /) The Political Ag(‘nt, with the coinairrcuice ol 
the Committee, may, oti the report of the Civil Surgeon that culli- 
vation of any description of crop or the use of any kind of manure or 
tlie irrigation of land in any specified manner in any place within the 
limits of the Municipality is injurious to the health of persons dwelling 
jji the neighbourhood, hy notification prohibit the cultivation of tlie 
crop, the use of the manure, or the irrigation so reported to be injuri- 
ous, or regulate such cultivation, use or irrigation by imposing such 
cr>nditions thereon as may prevent injury: 

Provided that when on any land to which such notification applies 
the act prohibited has been practised during the five years next pre- 
ceding the notification in the ordinary course of husbandry, compensa- 
tion shall be paid from the Municipal Fund to all persons interested 
therein for any damage caused to them by the effect of such notification. 

(2) If any person eultivales, uses manure or irrigates in disregard 
of the prohibition or eondiliojis notifi(Ml under suh-seidion (7), he shell, 
on ( OTiviotion by a Magistrate, be puiiisbed wdth fine which may extend 
to fifty rupees, and with a further fine which may extend to five rupees 
for every day after the date of such conviction during wffiich the offence 
is proved before a Magistrate to have been persisted in. 

Registration of T rad es , 

76. Regulation of offensive and dangerous trades, — {!) The owner 
or occupi(‘r of every place within the Municipality used for any of the 
following purposes, namely : — 

melting tallow, or boiling bones, offal or blood; 

as a soap house, oil-boiling house, dyeing house or tannery; 

as a brick-kiln, pottery or lime-kiln; 

its any other manufactory or place of business from Avliieli offensive 

or unwholesome smells arise; 
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as a yard ot* depot for trade in hay, straw, thatching’ grass, wood, 
r‘():d or other highly i/i tin nnii aide material; 

^[as a stable for milch cattle, sheep or goats maintained for the sale* 
of milk to the jinblir, or for horses, ponies, bnlloeks, camels 
or d^mkeys maintained for hire; or] 

as a store-house for kerosine, -petroleum, naphtha or any iiiflam- 
mabh‘ oil, spirit or explosive substance; 

shall register tlu‘ some in a l)ook to be kept by the Political Agent for 
the purpose. 

(2) No place shall be newly used for any of the said purposes except 
under a license fioni the Political Agent, which shall he renewable 
annually. 

(3) The lie(‘nse shall not be withheld unlewss the l^olitical Agent con- 
siders tliat the business which it is intended to establish or jnaintain 
would he oh*(‘nsive or dangerous to juirMUis residing in or f'i‘<‘(]n(‘ntiiig ilm 
immediate neighbourhood. 

fi) The Political Agent may charge such fees loi stick licenses and 
may im[)()S(‘ sneli conditions in respect thereof ''^[as ln‘ may deem fit].

])laee for any siieli ])ur[)Oso shall, on eonvietion by a Magistrate, be 
punished vith tine whicli may extend to fifty rupees, ami with further 
fine which may extend to ten rupees for every day during which the

Offences affecting tjik Pujujc’ Heat, tit, Safety or Convenience. 

83. Depositing or throwing earth or 'materials or rejnse, rubbish or 
offe naive matter on roads or info drains, — Whoever, without the per- 
mission of the Politi(ial Agent or in disregard of his orders, throws or 
deposits, or permits his servants or members of his household under his 
control to throw or depovsit, earth or materials of any description, or 
refuse, rubbish or offensive matter of any kind iip'on any street or public 
place, or into any public sewer or any drain communicating therewith, 
shall, on conviction by a Magistrate, be punished with fine which may 
extend to twenty rupees. 

84. Discharging sewage, — ^Whoever, without the permission of the 
Political Agent, causes or knowingly or negligently allows the water 
of any sink, sewer or cesspool or any other offensive matter, to pass 
or be put upon any street or public place, or into any sewer or dram 
not set apart for the purpose, shall, on conviction by a Magistrate, be 
punished with fine which may extend to twenty rupees. 

85. Non-removal of filthy etc. — ^Whoever, being the owner or occu- 
pier of any building or land, keeps or knowingly or negligently allows 
to be kept for more than twenty -four hours, or otherwise than in some 2 )ro- 
per receptacle, any dirt, dung, bones, ashes, night-soil or filth, or any 
noxious or offensive matter, in or upon such building or land, or suffers 
any suet receptacle to be in a filthy or noxious state, oi- neglec ts to 
employ 2 )ro|)er means to cleanse and purify the same, shall, on convic- 
tion by a Magistrate, be punished with fine which may extend to fifty 
rupees. 
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86. Making or altering drains ivithont authority, — Whoever, without 
tlie poi’inissioii of the Politieal Ap:eni, luakeN or causes to he made, or 
alters or causes to be altered, any drain leading into any public sewer 
or drain under the inanageiueni of the Committee, shall, on conviction 
by a Magistrate, be punished with fine which may extend to fifty rupees. 

87. Penalty for making or keeping latrines, etc., near any source of 
tcfttci-supply. — Whoever, without the ])ernnssion of t]u‘ Founiuitet*. 
nnikes oi* kee])s for a longer time than one week after notice under sec- 
tion (>(), any drain, latrine, urinal, cesspof>] or oiliei' rec(‘]>(a(le foi tilllt 
or refuse within fifty feet of any spring, well, tank, reservoir or other 
source from which water is or may be derived for public use, shall be 
punishable with fine which maj" extend to twenty rupees, and, when a 
notice has been issued, with a fuither fine not exceeding five rupees 

;for each day during which the olfence is confinued after the lapse f»f the 
period allowed for removal. 

88. Keeping animals so as to he injurious to health. — Whoever keeps 
any swine in disregard of any ordfjrs which the Political Agent may 
give to prevent them from becoming a nuisance, or keeps any other 
animals so as io he injurious to health or to become a nuisance, shall, 
on c()nTi(‘1ion hy a Magistrate, be punished with fine which may extend 
to twenty rupees, and with a furtlier fine which may extend to five 
rup(*es for every day after the dale of the conviction during which tlie 
offence is proved before a Magistrate to have been persisted in. 

80. Feeding oniinoJs on delefnions w//>x^/?/rc.s\ - AVJioever feeds or 
allows to be fed any animal which is ke])l for daily |>nrj)o<es or mav he 
usc‘d foi’ food on deleterious suhstauces, tiJlli or refuse of any kind shall. iO 
conviction hy a Magistrate, be punished with fine which may extend 
to fifty rupees. 

00. Driving vehicles without proper lights. — AVlioever drives any 
vehicle after dark in any public street or thoroughfare unless the vehicle 
is ]>roperlY supplied with lighfs, or there is suflicieut moon light to 
aender ligliis unnecessary, shall, on conviction hy a Magistrate, he 
punished with fine which Jiiay extend to iuenfy rupees. 

91. Discharging fire-arms, fire-works, etc. — Whoever ilischarges fire- 
arms or air-guns or lets off fire-works or fire-balloons or engages in any 
game in such a manner as to cause danger to persons passing by or 
dwtdliiig or working in the neighbourhood or risk of injury to property 
shall, on conviction hy a Magistrate, he punished with fine which may 

, extend to twenty rupees. 

92. Control of camels. — Whoever, being a camel-driver, omits, on 
l)eing requested to do so, to remove his camel so far as may be practi- 
. cable to a safe distance on the approach of a horse, whether ridden or 

driven, shall, on conviction by a Magistrate, be punished wifh fine which 
*may extend to twenty rupees. 
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93. Suffenufi dogs to he at la/ge. — Wlioever, being the owner or 
person iu charge of an\ dog which •is likely to annoy or int iinidatt' 
passengers, neglects to rtwtjain ii so lhat it shall not ho at large*, without 
a muzzle in any street oi’ public place, sliall, on conviction by a Magis- 
trate, be punished with fine w])i(*h jnay extend to twenty rupees. 

94. Destiucfnm of mod dogs , — The (hmnuittee, by any person autho- 
rised by it in this behalf, may d(‘sti*oy or cause to he dc'sti'oyed or con- 
fined, ()]• caus(‘ to be confined, for such ])eriod as the Committee luay 
direct, any ownerless dog oi any dog snIVering fioin rabies or reason- 
ably suspected t(> he suffering from rabies. 

Ifo damages shall he payable iu lespect cf any dog destroyed under 
this section. 

95. Altcnog, ohs! ni(‘i i n g or encroaching iijmn sheets, \\' lio- 

ever, without the permission of the Political Agent, alters, obstructs oi 
encroaches upon any st reet or public drain, aqueduct or sewer, or dis- 
places, takes up oi alters the pavement or other materials or tlie 
fences or posts of any ^lu'ct or public pla(*<*. or d(q>osits building mate- 
rials or makes any li(d(‘ or (*xcaA*ation on or in any street, shall, on 
conviction by a ]\lagiht rate, he punished with tine which may extend 
to fifty ruj)ees. 

96. Picketing animals and collecting carts, — Wlioev(n*, coutrarv to 
the orders of the Politicnl Agent, pickets animals (U' collects calls on 
any ])uh]ic ground, or uses any such ground as a halting-place for 
vehicles or animals of any devS<*ription or as a place of encampment, or 
(ifiuses or permits animals to stray, shall, on conviction by a Magi^strate, 
be punished with fine which may ext(*nd to twenty ru])ee,s. 

97. Carrging cfugscs hg proh ihited routes or so as to cause annog- 
ancc . — ^Whoever ( arries a c()r])se along u prohibited route or in a manner 
likely to cause annoyance to the public, shall, on conviction by a Magis- 
trate, be punished with fine which may extend to ten ru])ees, 

98. Desi raging dircctioiHposf,, lamp-imst , etc, — AVhoever, without 
being authorised by the Political Agent, defaces oi* (list mbs any dire( - 
tion-post or lamj)-i)ost, or extinguishes any liglit in any street or publici 
place,, sliall , on coiniclioii by a ]\ragistrate, be puuislu'd Mu’th fine which 
may extend to twenty lupees. 

99. Penalty for d isobcdienae to ordeis under Chaptfr TV. — Wlmevtu 
disobeys ^ [any bve-luw issued under section 82-A or] any lawful direc- 
tions given by public notice or disobeys any written uotic(‘ la\^fnll\ 
issued under the powers conferred by Chapter YJ or ])y rules under 
section 102 of ibis Law, or fails to comply with the conditions subject 
to which any permission \vas given to him under those powers shall,

CHAPTER VIII. 

Supplemental. 

100. Control. — The Political Agent and the Committee shall be 
subject in all respects to the control of the Commissioner and of the 
Agent to the Governor General.

Rules for Quetta Municipality. 

No. 569-C., dated the 21st January , 1897. — The foliowing rules, made 
by the Quetta Municipal Committee under section 19 of the Vaccination 
Act, XIII of 1880, for the regulation of vaccine operations within the 
limits of the Quetta Municipality, have been confirmed by the Agent to 
the (lovernor General in Baluchistan, are hereby published for general 
information : — 

Division of the Municipality into circles for the performance of 

vaccination . 

I. The area of the Quetta Municipality shall be considered one circle 
for the purpose of these rules. 
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Appointment of a place in ihe circle as a Public Vaccine Station. 

II. The Mimicipal Comuiittee will provide a vacciiiatioii office in a 
convenient situation, and a board will be set up at ibis office, and main- 
tained there, bearing the words Vaccination station,^’ followed by a 
notice setting forth for public infornuitioii the name of the Public Vacci-

— In exercise of the powers 
conferred hv section 11 of the Indian ^lotor Vehicles Act, 1914 (VIII of 
1914), the Agent to the Governor General in Baluchistan is pleased to 
make the following rules for the regulation and control of the Motor 
Taxis in the Quetta Town and ranlonnient including the Cavalry Camp 
at Baleli and also in the area lying within a radius of five miles from 
Quetta. The rules shall come into force .six weeks from the date of the 
publication of this nolifi(‘ation. 

M oior-ta.vls. 

1. Every Motor Taxi shall be re(juired to take out a license from the 
Municipality,

At least one brake shall be so made as 
to be applied by the toot of the driver, and at least one 
shall act directly upon the road wheels.

4. (i) No motor car shall be used as a motor cah, unless it is fitted 
with a Taxi-meter for automatically and visibly registering on each 
occasion the fare to he charged according to the rates for distance or 
time or a combination of distance and time. The Taxi-meter must be 
fixed to and operated from a “ non-driving wheel Every Taxi-meter 
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when in \ise shall he locked and sealed, so ihal it may not be tampered 
with. 

{2) Every Taxi-ineier shall bo fitted with an indicator or handle in 
the form of fi flaf>’ on which shall be printed the words “ for hire The 
Taxi-nieter shall bo so constrncted tliat when the indicator is vertical 
the Taxi-met or shall be out of action. Sticli indicator shall be so placed 
as to bo clearly visible to any ]>erson o\itside of and in front of the vehicle, 
and to the hii'or when inside. 

(♦3) The vertical position shall indicate that the vehicle is available 
for hire, and no driver shall without reasonable excaise refuse to accept 
a fare when the indicator is in the vertical ])osition. 

{4) Any ownei*, diivcr, attendant or otlier ])erson who shall break or 
tamper in any way with the seal jdac ed on the Taxi -meter or who shall, 
with intent to deceive, tamper with the taxi-meter or the driving 
mechanism thereof, shall be deenmd to liave committed a breaeli of this 
rule. 

Testing of To(vi-'met er , 

5. Eveiy Taxi-meter referred to in rule 4 shall, after it is affixed to a 
motor cab, whether for the first time or uft(*r repair or other readjustment 
be submitted to the Secretary to the Quetta Municipality or to such 
officer as he may empower in this behalf, for the purpose of examination 
as to the coijectn(*ss of fittings and of subjection to a ])ra('ti(‘al road-test 
over a measured distance of one mib; and a time test of not less than 
half an hour. If found to be correct, the Taxi-ineter and its fittings shall 
then be sealed to the motor <‘ab in such a manner that it cannot be 
removed or tamp(‘red with without the seals being broken or removed. 

6. Every Taxi-meter sliall, at the end of eacdi period of six months 
(the first of such ])criods commencing from the date of the test, referred 
to in rule 5), be sulnnitted to a lest similar to that ])rescribed by rule 5. 

Provided that every Taxi-meter shall, at any time, if so recpiired by 
the Sec retary to the (iiietta Municipality, be snbnn’tted to him or to such 
officer as he may empower in his behalf, for the purpose of undergoing 
such test or any portion thereof. 

Period and rcrocnlioti of license, 

7. Licenses issued under these rules shall co7»tin\ie in force during 
that official year for whicdi they are granted.

The list shall be printed in English 
and Urdu. One copy shall be provided yearly at the time of licensing 
by the licensing officer; but such list if lost, destroyed or defaced shall be 
replaced by the proprietor at bis own expenjse. 

Tariff rates, 

24. (7) The maximum rates which may be charged for the hire of a 
licensed motor-ta\i shall be as follows: —

For the lirst mile or part of a mile 10 

For every subsequent one-fifth mile 2 

For every 4 minutes detention 2 
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[2) For journeys outside the Municipal and Cantonment limits the 
said tariff shall be charged while the motor-cab is occupied, and if the 
return journey is made by the motor-cab unoccupied, an additional 
charge shall be made for the return journey to the nearest point of the 
Municipal and Cantonment limits. Such additional charge shall be at 
the rate of 6 annas a mile. 

(J) If the motor-cab is licensed for more than two persons and at 
any time during the hiring more than iwo persons are carried together, 
the driver shall be entitled to an extra, payment of six annas for every 
person above two so carried, provided that if more than one of the persons 
or children is under the age of 10 years the extra payment for each child 
shall be three annas only. 

(d) The driver shall be entitled to a waiting charge at the rate of 
Re. 3-14 per hour or two annas for each four minutes at all times during 
the day or night. 

25. No hirer shall refuse or omit to pay the legal fare for the hire of 
a motor-cab; nor shall he refuse to supply his correct name and address 
io the driver in case of dispute in connection with the fare. 

Carry irip of lights. 

26. Every licensed motor-taxi shall be provided with lights, r?c., two 
head lights and one tail light, and one light so placed as to illuminate 
the taxi-meter at night. 

Carrying of patients suffering from infections disease. 

27. No owner or driver of a licensed motor-cab shall suffer such motor- 
cab to be employed to carry any [)ersou suffering from either plague, 
cholera, 8inall-])ox or leprosy, nor shall the corpse of a ])erson who has 
died from any such disease be conveyed in such motor-(*al), ex(‘ept under 
the directions of a medical practitioner. Any motor-cab used for such 
a purpose shall be immediately presented by tlie owner or driver for 
disinfection at the Municipal Health Officer’s Office. 

Lost properly, 

28. I’roperty found in a licensed motor-taxi shall be deposited at ihe 
nearest Police Station by the proprietor or driver of such taxi. A list 
of such property shall be posted at the Head Quarter City Police Station 
and at such other places as the Superintendent of Police may direct. 

Prosecution. 

29. Prosemition for the breach of these rules may be instituted by 
<my passenger, Police Officer, or Secretary to the Quetta Municipality. ' 
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Trial of Cases. 

30. Oases of hreaeli of tliese rules mav^ be tried by any Magistrate 
authorised to do so by the Political A^eiit, Quetta-Pishin.

No, 4807-R,, dated the lOih Novewher, 1922 . — In exercise of the 
powers conferred by section 11 of the Indian Motor Vehicles Act, 1914 
(VITI of 1914), the Agent to the Governor General in Baluchistan is 
pleased to make the following rules for the regulation and control of 
Motor Omnibuses in the Quetta Oistric.t including the town and Canton- 
ment of Quetta which will come into force six weeks from the date of 
the publication of this Notification: — 


1. Definition of motor-omnihnses , — For the purpose of these rules a 
motor-omnibus ” or “ motor stage-carriage ” means a motor vehicle 

(not being a motolr-taxi) wliich plies for lure and has seating accom- 
modation for eight or more passengers. 

2. Registration of nwtor-omnibuses . — Every motor-omnibus plying 
for hire in a public place shall be regivstered annually at the

3. Transfer of license . — When a licensed motor-omnibus is transferred 
to a new proprietor during the year of license the name of such pro- 
prietor shall be duly reported by the transferer to the

of the transferer without further payment. 

4. Annual fee , — ^The fee ])ayable for the first registration of a motor- 
omnibus shall he lls. 16 and the fee payable for every re-registration for 
su(5h motor-omnibus shall be Bs. 8. 


5. Lost property , — The conductor of a motor-omnibus or stage-car- 
riage shall immediately after the completion of a journey, carefully 
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search for any property accidentally left in it, and shall lake iho same 
within 24 hours, if not sooner claimed hy the omiei, lo the nearest 
Police Station. 

6. Driving licenses . — -No person shall act as a comhndor of a jnot^.r- 
omnibus unless he holds a subsisting* licenst* granted him b\ the

7. Fee for driving licenses . — The fee payable for each license pres- 
cribed by Rule b shall be Rs. 10 with an animal renewal fee of Rs. 2. 

8. U III form and badge . — Kvery condmdor and every driver of a moioi- 
omnibus or stage-carriage shall wear a pres(*rihed uniform ami badge. 

9. Inspection of vehicle . — Kvery motor-omnibus mn^-t be [)resenied 
for inspection in thoroughly good condition and no vehi(‘le will he certi- 
fied fit for public use unless it is projierly painted and varnish(‘d. A 
proprietor may, if he desires, apply for a preliminary inspec tion of the 
chassis. 

10. Specification of rontes.-A^) When making ap])lication for the 
vehicle to he inspected the proprietor must spec ify the route*, or routes 
upon which and the hours between which he intends the V(*]n(do to ply, 
and these routes may not he departed from except after dm* iiot!(‘o has

{2) Nothing in sub-rule (/) shall be taken t») prohibit a proprietor 
changing a route as often as he chooses, provided sue h •onto has been 
previously certified to be suitable for suc.h vehic le*-. 

11. Weight . — Every motor-omnibus must be so c(jn>trurted tlial the 
following maxima of weight are in no case exceeded :-~

Tlie total weight shall not exceed six tons when the* vehicle is in every 
respect ready for service and has its full lawful load, one hundred and 
forty pounds ])eing allovred each for the passengevh, the driver and the

12. If it is found that a vehicle skids badly, nr caumd he held under 

proper control, the “"CS'SlS'r.' ” ■“>“■=» '>» 

the proprietor not to use the vehicle and may reiuM- to lic ense the 


vehicle again until the defects have heen remedied. 
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13. Brakes. — Every inoior-oiiuiibiis inust be fitiefl with, at least two 
independent brakes, eat li ea})able of stopping- aiul holding the vehicle 
under all eoiuliiioiis. They must also, where necessary, be fitted with 
an approved form of compensating device. 

Note. — The inainienance of the brakes in perfeet order is of the utmost im- 
portance and this will he at all times insisted u])oii. They will at any time be 
subject to inspection by the Police and the Municijial Recretary. 

14. Motor-omnibuses, wbicli are intended to ply upon routes which 
have bridges will lie subject to a si>ecia] test and additional brakes, or 
further fittings may be required. 

15. Each vehicle must be capable of being leadily steered and of 
turning corners without unduly interfering with other traffic. 

16. Every veliicle must be submitted at a time and place appointed 

by the , to lie specially teslcd in respect of noise

and vibration. 

17. Speed. — Every omnibus must bo so geared that its highest speed 
shall no< be in excess of the maximum laid down, ric., 12 miles an hour. 

18. Smoke. — (1) The lubri(‘ation of the engine and the carburation 
of the working mixture must be so controlled that smoke shall not be 
emitted with the exhaust, or from any other part. 

(2) The proprietor of a vehicle which is not properly maintained in 
accordance with the foregoing siib-rule may be served with a notice not 
to use the vehicle ’’ until the defect has been remedied. 

19. Comfort of the passengers. — Effective means must be adopted for 
preventing the heat of the motor generator or exhaust pipe connections 
from injuriously affecting any parts of the vehicle for the comfort of 
the passengers. 

20. Carrying of pafienU suffering from infectious diseases. — No 
owner or driver of a licensed inotor-omnibns shall suffer such motor- 
omnibus to he employed to carry any person suffering from either 
plague, cholera, small-pox or leprosy, nor shall the corpse of a person 
who has died from any such disease he conveyed in such motor omnibus 
except under the directions of a medical practitioner. Any motor- 
omnibus used for such a purpose shall be immediately presented by the 
owner, or driver, for disinfection at the Municipal Health Office. 

21. Fire extinguishers. — Suitable and approved appliances for extin- 
guishing fires must be (‘arried in such a position as to be readily 
available for use, 

22. Lighting of vehicle.~T\ie vehicle must be suitably lighted inside 
and outside. Where acetylene, or other gas, is used, the cylinders or 
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vessels which contain the or io whirh it is ^’cneralefl, must he fixed 
outside iii such n position as to he reniov(*(I as fiu* ns possilde froui dan^'er 
of accidental ignition. The i)ipes must ho led along the outside of the 
vehicle hut not along the outside of the roof. 

23. Seat cushions. — When ( usliions are provided for seats, tiu'y Jiiust 
be covered with leather, cloiJi of good (quality, or other suitahle material. 

24. Horns, — A liand-hulh horn tor giving due warning ot the ap- 
proach of the vehicle, must he pr(»vided. 

25. Destination Boards.-- X hox, oi' other appioved means, must ho 
fitted to the frorif aiid io the rear of the V(*hiele to show destination to 
which the vehicle is prorc^eding. Tin* l(*tiers and hack ground must he 
black and white, resj)eefi vely, and the letters at least indies high 
and ])roi)ortionately tiiick. 

The destination hoar<ls shall he illuminated hy night in an approved 
manner for tin* guidance (d’ Intending passengejs. 

2(). Route hoards. — The [>rincipal points ol the loutc shall he s\ibject 
to tho upptoval of the of Ih- Pilillted

thickness, and he <ixhihiti‘d on hoai'ds ailixed io tlu^ front and rear of tlie 
vehicle.

0 for (*very day after the fiist 
during which the breach continues.

Such subordinate officers 
shall be paid b}^ Government at a rate or rates to be determined by the 
Cliief Revenue Authoriiy, and shall be appoinied and removed by the 
Political Agent of llie district. 

G. Every brewer must provide suitable accommodation wdthin the 
brewery for any Excise Gdicer or Officers who may be stationed at the 
brewery under the provisions of the preceding rule. The officer or officers 
thus appointed shall keep such accounts of the outturn, issues, receipts, 
and returns of feianented liquors, and of the Excise duty thereon pay- 
able, as may from time to time be prestuibed by the Political Agent, 
fjubject to the api)roval of higher authority. 

7. Every brewer must provide and maintain sufficient and just liquid 
Imperial n\easuves and other necessary and reasonable appliances to 
enable the officers to take ac(;onnt of, or check by gauge or measure, all 
casks, jars, bottles, or other vessels issuing from the brewery, and must 
render all reasonable assistance to the officers in the gauging, measur- 
ing, or check of such vessels. 

8. Issues of fermented liijuor may only be made from a brewery be- 
tween the hours of 7 A.M. and 7 p.m., between March Lst and October f31st, 
and between the hours of 8 a.m. and 6 p.m., between the 1st November 
and the last day of February. 
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9. No fermented liquor shall be issued from a brewery Until it has 
paid duty at the rate leviable under the ^Indian Tariff Art, 1882, on 
like liquor imported by sea, except liquor merely transferred from on(>s 
brewery to another under Rule 10 following -[or liquor exported to the 
Bombay Presidency under Rule 11], and malt liquoi* supplied to the 
Commissariat Department for issue 1o iroops, wlii(;h have been exempted 
by the Agent to the Governor GeiieraTs notifi(*ation ^No. 4774, dated 
22nd July, 1891, The approximate original specdfic gia vity of the worth 
of all fermented liquor must be declared by the brewer before issue, and 
the Political Agent or officer in charge of lli(‘ brewery may either accept 
such declaration or may (‘ause the original gravity to h<‘ ascertained by 
test or anal^'sis, amt may take samples, of (be liquor not exceeding two 
quart bottles from each cask for the purpose*. Samples thus taken shall 
be sealed by the Excise Officer and brewer before leaving the lirewery, 
and the brewer in charge may, as of right, bo present either in ])ers(>n 
or by agent at any examination or analysis that may ho made*. 

10. Licpior issued from a lic'ensed brewauy merely foi’ transmission to 
another licensed brew'ery may be allowed to travel in bond. Tlic tap 
and bungliole of each cask shall b(* sealed by t])e Excise Olfita*?’ at the 
brewery. A declaration of the (juaiitity of liquor thus foiwarded, its 
original specific gravity, and its place of destination must be furnislied 
to the officer in charge of the breweiy, who will, it satisfied tliat the 
transfer is being made in good faith, grant to the bn‘wer a pass to cover 
transport of the same, and forward a duplicate* of the pass to the Collec- 
tor or Political Agent of the district for which it is destined. 

-[11. Any person may export in bond malt lic^uor manufactured at a 
brewery in Baluchistan to any place in the Bombay Presidency as here- 
inafter provided. 

(1) When any person desires to ex[Kjrt in bond licjuor manufactured 
at a brewery in Baluchistan, he shall present a w'ritten application in 
Form III to the Political Agent (or otlier officer appointed by him on 
this behalf) of the District in which the brewery of manufacture is 
situated. 

The application must specify: — 


(i) The name of the consignor. 

(ii) The name of the consignee. 

(m) The description, and quantity of the liquor to be exported.

(t) All import pass irom the Collectoi’ (or other officer specially 
appointed in this behalf) of the district to which the liquor 
is to be exported authorising the import of liquor; and 

(v) a dul}" executed special bond in Form lA" or a reference to a 
general bond in Form V. 

Note. — T he import roterred to in clause 1 of this sub-rule may be a general 

pass covering all consignments for one year. 

(3) The pass granted by the Political Agent (or any other officer 
specially appointed by him in this behalf) of the exporting district shall 
be in triplicate in Form YJ, 

One copy of the pass shall be delivered to the exporter; a se(;ond for- 
warded to the Collector (or oilier officer specially appointed in this behalf) 
of the district io which ihe li(|noi‘ is to be taken and the third retained 
for recor<l.

as may be necessary to support the claim. 

14 . With the sanction of the Ilcvenue Commissioner, payments and 
refunds of duty in any licensed brewery may be made by book credit

Such account shall show the total (|uantity of liquor issued during the 
preceding quaiter, the ([uautity on which duty was payable, the amount 
of duty paid either in cash or by book credit as provided for by Rule LS, 
the quantity of liquor returnetl unsold to tlie brewery, and the amount 
claimed or received as a refund of duty actually paid. 

IT. Any brewer attempting io defraud the revenue by rejnoving from 
the brewery fermented liquor liable to duty on which duty lias not been 
paid, or by rendering false returns of tlie outturn, issues, returns, and 
receipts of fermented li([uor, or by making false deedarations as to the 
original specitic gravity of liquor issued from tlie brewery, shall be 
liable to the forfeiture of the whole, or such portion as the Chief Reve- 
nue Authority may determine, of the sum deposited by him as security 
under Rule 3, in addition to any punishment to which he may be 
liable under the Excise Act. 

18. The Excise Officer or Officers stationed at a brewery shall be 
allowed free access at any time of the day, and, if specially authorised 
by the Political Agent or other officer in charge of the brewery, at any 
time during the night to every pari of the brewery premises for purposes 
of inspection or for the performance of their excise duties. The Political

1. For the purposes of Octroi the term “ Municipal limits ” means 
grounds included in the Civil town or station of (iuetia, including Rail- 
way station and Railway quarters and the Oantonments as marked with 
boundary pillars. 

2. Octroi duties will b(‘ h'vied at'cording to the Schedule hereto 
appended. Articles not mentioned in the Sohedule will be exempt from 
duty. 

3. Octroi duties shall be payable on demand, and sh«all be levied and 
collected by, and under the management of the Political Agent and 
Officers subordinate to him ^[which term shall include the Octroi 
Staff, the Secretary and the Assistant Secretary of the Municipal Com- 
mittee and su(‘h other official or ineniber of the ('Ommittee whonj the 
Political Agent may from time to time authorize on this behalf.] 

4. Every person in charge of goods shall, on arrival at the Octroi 
station, either make a declaration stating the des(*ripi ion , (piantity and 
value of the goods in his charge, or prcvseut a regular invoice for the 
same. 

'[4. {a) In the case of goods innporled by rail the duty shall be paid 
at the octroi sub-office by produciiig Railway re(;ei])t or invoice or by 
making a declaration stating the description, (juantity and value of the 
goods, before the delivery of goods is taken from the Railw^ay.]

The remainder, if not taken away after a further period of 4 days, 
will be sold by auction, provided that, by order of the Municipal Secre- 
tary, Quetta, articles of a perishable nature whic h could not be kept for 
four days without serious risk of damage, may be sold after the lapse of 
such shorter time as he may, having regard to the nature of the articles, 
think proper. 

Notk. — jxTiod ordinarily allow’ed by the Law is 5 days, hut tho Political 
Agent can order the sale of perishable articles after the lapse of shorter term 
(Section 35 of the Law).

16. Any })ersc)n importing goo(l'> for another market can keep them 
in the state in which they are rec eived, in any place authorised by the 
Political Agent, or in the case of goods in transit between India, Persia 
and Afghanistan in the Seistan 8arai. But should any portion of the 
consignmeiit he sold for consumption at Quetta, oc troi duty shall be paid 
on the portion sold. 

Should goods declared as intended for le-exportation he left for more 
than three months unexported, it will be presumed that they are intended 
for use in Quetta, and the usual octroi shall be levied, unlevss the owner 
or importer can show, to the satisfaction of the Political Agent, that the 
re-exportation has been unavoidably delayed, and that he still intends 
in good faith to export the goods. 

If the goods in transit be exported by rail, the owner shall produce 
the Railway receipt to prove the fact of exportation at the Head Octroi 
Office.

No, 2S52-72., doted, the 27 th Auyusi, 1924. — In exercise of the powers 
conferred by section 102 (1) (c) of the Quetta Municipal Law% 1890,- the 
Hon’ble the Agent to the (xoveriior General in Baluchistan is pleased to 
notify the following in su])ersession of all previous rules for regulating 
the supply of water by bouse connection from the mains: — 

The rules that follow shall come into force with effect from the 1st 
October, 1924, and shall a]»ply to the whole of the water distribution 
system within the limits of the town and Civil Lines of (iuetfa 
excepting only the Railway main pipe which runs along the Lytton Road 
South of its junction with the Prince Road, over this pipe the Railway 
Department have ex(dusive control subject only to the condition that 
they do not take therefrom more than 150,000 gallons a day without 
permission of the Agent fo the Governor General. 

1. All mains are the ])roper<v ^'f the Municipality and will be main-

1909, for the management and regulation of the Provident Fund estab- 
lished by the Political Agent under sub-section 3 to section 18 of the said 
Law. 

These rules will come into force with effect from the 1st December

12. On a depositor leaving the service, his account shall be closed, 
and unless the amount at his credit be withdrawn within a certain 
period, viz., for balances of Rs. 10 and under, one year; for balances over 
Rs. 10, three years; it shall be written off as a dead account, and repaid 
only under the orders of the Revenue Commissioner in Baluchistan. 

13. When accounts become '' dead ’’ they must be removed from the 
Provident Fund Ledger, and be credited in the Cash-Book as a Miscel- 
laneous receipt, the money being drawn out of the Savings Bank. On 
an amount being thus written off, it should be entered in a dead 
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account register, in wliicli subsequent repayment shall be noted in 
order to avoid a double payment.

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(2) The Civil Surgeon shall furnish the Secretary to the Municipal

under the charge of the Civil Surgeon, the person in charge 
of the same shall, within 15 days, make to the Secretary to 
the Municipal Committee a written report of the occur- 
rence.

Municipal Committee in which the particulars aforesaid as 
to births or deaths respectively shall be duly entered within

Rpfjulation of Markets, 

No. 21i)4-U., dated the 27th May, ]92t). — In exercise of the powers 
conferred hy dauso (gg.) of section 102 (1) of the Quetta Municipal 
Law, 1896/ the Agent to the Governor-General in Baluchistan is pleased 
to make Ihe following rules for the inspection and proper regulation of 
markets owned hy the (juetta Municipality, the preparation and exhibit 
tion of a price current and the fixing of the fees, rents and other 
charges to be levied in, such markets. 

1. The lessees of shops and stalls in the markets shall pay such fees, 
rents, taxes and other charges which may be fixed by the Municipal 
Committee from time to time under proper authority, and every lessee- 
shall hold the lease under the terms which may be fixed by the Com-^ 
inittee from time to time.

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2. The market will be open at such hours UvS may be fixed by the 
Committee from time to time. 

d. Kveiy shopkeeper or stall holder in a market shall keep his shop 
or stall or meatsafe in a thoroughly clean condition, and shall allow 
no refuse or garbage to remain in or abo\it it, but sliall from time to time 
as often as ocicasion may require cause such refuse or garbage to be 
placed in the receptacles provided for the purpose; the gauze doors where 
they have been provided shall be kept closed as much as possible and 
any flies wdiicli may get in must be killed with a fly flapper, 

4. All stalls, safes and chopping blochs must be thoroughly washed 
and cleaned after the day’s businevss is over. The surface of the chop- 
ping blocks should be cut fresh every Monday and kept covered with 
a tin case two inches deep when not in use. 

5. No table or other article of furniture, besides the iron tables pro- 
vided by the Municipality, will be kept in the shops or stalls in markets 
intended for the sale of mutton and beef, except a small box for locking 
up knives, scales, etc., at •night. 

b. No live stock shall be kepi within the market area except teni- 
poraiily in crates or ])ens <hiring the hours the market is open. All 
pens must be washed daily. 

7. No person shall place or expose for sale, in a market any article 
in such a manner as to obstruct any passage in such market. 

8. Every vendor in a maiket shall at all times when present in the 
market be .dressed in icasonably dean clothes, and shall use only clean 
paper for wrapping up meat, fish, or fruit sold to customers. 

9. No person present at a stall where meat or fish is sold shall occupy 
such a position that any portion i>f his person or clothing is in contact 
with such meat ot' fish. 

10. No packing cases, baskets or other similar articles shall be kept 
anywhere in the Fruit market, (‘xcept in the rooms behind the sho[>s and 
in the enclosure provided for them. Any such articles found in front 
of the shops shall l)e liable to Ik* r-onfiscated. All packing must be done 
in the enclosures which will be set apart for the purpose, and which shall 
be ke])t clean by the shopkeej)ers t(» whom they are allotted. The passage 
leading into the room behind the stalls and the front path must be kept 
clear. The vegetable sellers will be allowed only one hour after the 
arrival of the vegetables in the market to unpack them in the yard in 
front of their shops and place them on the stalls. No fruit, clotlies or 
any other articles except lamps shall be suspended from the roof. 

11. All articles exposed in the market should be of good quality; 
and, only meat and beef of the animals slaughtered in the Municipal 
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Slaughter Houvse previouvsly passed by the Inspecting Officer appointed 
on this behalf by the Political Agent, Quetta, shall be sold in the market. 

12. Entrails and raw and dried hides shall not be kept in the market; 
offals that is liead, liver, tongues, etc., may only be kept and sold in 
shops which will be specially allotted for the purpose. 

El. Any decomposed fniil oi vegel aides, meat, tisli, ganm or eggs, 
unfit for human consumption; and any entrails, raw or dried hides and 
offal found in any part of a market except in the shops allotted for the 
sale of offal, vsh'ill be liable to be forfeited by the Municipal authorities 
and destroyed or otherwise disposed of, and no compensation will be 
paid therefor. 

14. (hiicases must be broughl from the Slaughter House to the market 
in the special carts. All meat should be kejit in meat safes provided 
for the purpose, a small amount of mutton noi exceeding two carcases 
in all, and a basket of fish may be kept outside the safes in order to be 
shown, or sold to customers provided it is kepi covered with a clean 
cloth. A larger amount of meat or fish found outside the safes or such 
meat or fish found uncovered except for inspection hy customers shall 
be liable to be forfeited by the Muni<'ipal authoriiies and no eompensa- 
tion will be paid therefor. 

16. No shop or stall in a market shall be used for residential pur- 
]>oses nor will any < ooking be permitted in any such shop, stall or com- 
pound of a market. The lessee of each shop or stall in the Fruit and 
Vegetable market will be permitted to have one 03‘ two men in the room 
behind his stall at niglit to safeguard his goods. 

16. Every shopkeeper and stall holder in a market shall before he 
leaves his sliop or stall for the night cause to be extinguished every 
fire, or light in liis shop or vstall. 

17. No person suffering from a contagious or infectious disease or 
from loathsome sores shall enter a market, and no beggars shall be 
permitted to loiter in tlie market or any of the passages leading thereto. 

18. No person shall hawk or cry any articles for sale in a market. 

19. No ])erson shall sell any’ arti<*le iu a market at a price higher 
than the price laid down for it in the list of prices current to be prepared 
from time to time under the authority of the Municipal Committee, a 
copy of which shall be posted in every market. 

20. The markets shall bo under the supervision and control of the 
market Iiispector or any other official who may be authorized on this 
‘'chalf by Uie Political Agent, and every shopkeeper and stall holder 
in the market .shall be bound to carv^’ out sm h instrxictions that may be 
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given by such Inspector or official consistent with the provisions of the 
Municipal Law and these rules. 

21. Any person who commits a breaeli of any of these rules shall on 
conviction by a Magistrate, be punishable with fine which may extend to 
fifty rupees an<l when the breach is a continuing breach witli a further 
fine which may not exceed five rupees for every day after the date of 
such* conviction during which the brea(*h is proved before a Magistrate 
to have been persisted in.

-Iw exercise of the 
powers conferred by section 102 (1) (?) of the Quetta Municipal Law,^ 
the Agent to the Governor-General in Baluchistan is pleased to make 
the following rules to regulate the construction of buildings within the 
limits of the Quetta Municipality: — 


Part 1. 

A pplication, 

1. Every person intending to erect or re-erect* any buildings shall 
give notice of such intention in writing to the Political Agent in the 
form “ A ” appended to these rules and shall at the same time 
submit : — 

Siie-pJaii and specifications^ etc. 

(а) A site-plan of the land on which it is intended to erect or re-erect, 
the building; 

(б) A plan of the building which it is proposed to erect or re-erect^ 

and 

(c) The specifications detailed in form (B) appended to these bye- 
laws. 

Copies of forms ‘‘ A ’’ and B will be supplied to applicants free 
of charge by the Municipal Office. 

Applications to he delivered to the Secretary, 

2. Every such notice, wdiich is hereinafter described as an applica- 
tion shall be addressed to the Political Agent stamped with a one anna 

Notk. — The words “ erect and “ re-ercct throughout those rules shal! 
include “ additions and alterations

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court-fee staiiq» and shall he delivered to tlie office of the Municipal 
Secretary, 

Width of roads, streets, etc, 

3. No public load, street or lane within Municipal limits shall in 
future be of less width than 30, 20 and 10 feet respectively; and this 
width shall be insisted upon by the Committee in all cases of erection,* 
or re-erection, of buildings, and no compensation shall be payable for 
any lan<l that may be taken up tor su(‘h road, street or lane. 

Ndtk. — P rivate' lanes and passages will be considered on their merits. 

Site- flans, 

4. The site-plan must be drawn to a scale of S feet to the inch, must 
be submitted in duplicate and must show: — 

[a) The direction of the north point. 

[h) The boundaries of the site; 

(c) The position of the site in relatton to neighbouring streets and 

land. 

(d) The position of the proposed building in relation to — 

(?) the boundaries of the site and 

(?V) all buildings and premises within 50 feet of the boundaries 
of the site, the outlines of which need only be given. 

(e) The names, if any, and width of all streets on which the site 

abuts. 


Building flan, 

5. The building |>lan must also he drawn to a scale of 8 feet to an 
inch, must be submitted in duplicate and must show: — 

(a) The plan of tlie ground Hoor and of every additional floor; 

(b) The pf)sitioii and djinensioiis of all projections beyond the 

main walls of the building. 

(c) The po>itic)u of all proposed drains, latrines and cesspools; 

(d) The level and width of the foundations and the level of the 

lowest floor wdth reference to the level of the centre of 
the street on which the front of the proposed building is 
to abut, and 

(e) The elevation and sections of the proposed buildings together 

with full specifications (as to the materials to be used for 
all walls, foundations, roofs, ceilings, floors, staircases, 
fire-places and chimneys). 
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6. ITo building shall be roofed with straw or other easily infliimniable 
..iaterial, in congested portions of the town. 

Depth and width of walh^. etc. 

7. The depth of the foundations on single and double storey build- 
ings should be at least 2' in tlie ease of single storey and 3' in the case 
of double vstorey buildings and the width 2^' and 3^^ respectively. The 
thickness of the main walls in the lower storey for single and double 
storey buildings shall not be less than Ib'^ and 18'' respectively, in the 
case of pucca-brick buildings and 18" and 24", respectively, in the 
case of buildings erected with sun-dried bricks. In the case of the 
upper storey the main walls shall not be less than 15" and 18" 
respectively. 


Fire-places. 

8. No fire-]>lace shall be# constrn(‘ted unless the floor beneath it and 
round it for a width of three feet has been rendered tire proof. 

Sewers and drains. 

9. In no building shall any sewer or drain, pa^s thi'ough any room 
\ised, or intended to be used, ns a living or sleeping room. 

10. No drain shall be constructed within the thickjiess of any wall 
of any building. 

11. No latrines shall be f)erinitted on inn) loofs. and as fai* as 
possible, on mud roofs. When permitted they shall be set back as far 
as possible from any street, or thoroughfare. 

12. All masonry latrines shall be so constiaicted that solids and 
liquids fall directly into movable metal receptacles fitting close beneath 
the seats. 

13. A drain shall he provided for every latrine, bathroom and cook- 
ing place. Such drain shall he constructed either of glazed pipes or of 
other impervious material and shall he connected with a Municipal 
drain or, where one is permitted as hereinafter ]>rescrihed, with a private 
cesspool. 

Floors of Latrines. 

14. The floor of every latrine: — 

{a) Shall be of iiiusonry, or of glazed tiles, or of cement, 

(6) Shall be in every part at a height of not less than one foot 
above the level of the surface of the ground adjoining the 
latrine, and 
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(c) Shall slope to a drain leading to a receptacle, private cesspool 
or Municipal drain in such a way that liquid will flow off 
quickly. 

Ventilation in Latrines. 

15. Every latrine shall he not less than 5' x 5' (inside dimensions) 
and vsliall be provided with adequate ventilation which shall be effected 
by at least one opening not less than one foot square in area in either 
the roof, or in the top of the wall as may be practicable and communi- 
cating directly with tlie open air. 

16. Every latrine shall be so constructed: — 

(a) That there shall be adequate access thereto for the purpose of 
cleaning. 

(5) That it shall contain not less than one ’^at for five persons, 
and 

(c) That ii is not attached to, or built over, any living looni. 

Pri catc cesspools. 

17. (J) No person shall construct a private cesspool: — 

(a) Unless there is no Municipal drain within 10b feet of the 
premises for which it is required: 

(i) FiXcept within the bouiularies of private land: 

(c) Except it is of masonry with a cast iron movable covering, and 

(d) Unless adequate access is provided thereto for the purpose of 

cleaning it. 

(2) Where a cesspool is constructed, it shall be circular (and not 
s([uare) in .shape, and shall have its brim rais^'d above the surround- 
ing level to ])revent rain water finding access to it. 

Projections. 

18. No portion of any building in a street in which a line of frontage 
has been fixed by a resolution of the Committee, shall be built to project 
beyond such line of frontage. 


Court yards. 

20. No room to be used as a living, or as a sleeping, room shall be 
level of the nearest street so as to admit of easy drainage into such 
street. 

20. No room to he used as a living, or as a sleeping, room shall be 
permitted to he constructed with a superficial floor area of less than 100 
square feet. 
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Stiperficial area of liviyig rooms. 

21. (1) No person shall construct any room to be used as a living or 
sleeping room : — 

{a) unless it is provided, for the purpose of light and ventilation, 
with one or more windows, or other aperture of a total area 
equal to I /10th of the floor area of such room; 

(6) unless such window or other aperture opens: — 

(/) into a space not less than (> feet wide measured at right 
angles to the face of the wall in whicli it is placed 
and is open to the sky thiouglioiit such width and for 
the length of such window, or other aperture, oi* 

{ii) into a verandah opening on to sucli space. 

2. Every such vrindow or other apertxire shall be so (‘on.structed that 
the whole of it can be opened. 

22. No building of moregthan two storeys shall be constructed within 
Municipal limits, without the spe(*ial sanction of the Municipal Com- 
mittee. Such satiction shall only be accorded when the (k)mmittee is 
satisfied that the new erection will not in any way interfeie with the 
privacy of buildings previously erected in the immediate neighbourhood. 

23. In the case of building of more tlian one storey including the 
ground Hoor, the height of each storey shall he not less than: — 

12 teet in the case of the ground flooi . 

11 feet ill the case of tlie first storey. 

24. Eor the purpose ol the preceding rule the height of storeVvS shall 
be reckoned as follows: — 

In the case of single and double storeyed buildings from the level 
of the upper surface of the floor to the level of the upper 
side of the beams or joints on which the floor above rests, 
or if live floor above is ceiled, to the level of tlie underside 
of the ceiling. 

25. No person shall construct any building abutting on any street: — 

{a) of a greater height than 12 feet if such street is less than 
10 feet Avide, 

(6) of a greater height than 23 feet if such street is less than 20 
feet wide, 

(c) of a greater height than 33 feet if such street is le^^s than 30 
feet wide, and 

{d) of a greater height than one and a half times the wdrlth of 
the street, if such street is more than 30 feet wide. 
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Provided that — 

(^) if a building is to be erected in a conjer plot so as to abut 
on more than one street, the maxiinum height of such build- 
ing shall be regulated by the width of the wider of such 
streets to the de])th of 50 feet from such wider street and 
for the rest of its depth by the width of the narrower of 
such streets. 

{ii) The Municipal (Vunmittee may ])pnuit chimneys, minarets 
of mosques, towers of churches, temples and similar struc- 
tures to be erected to a height in excess of the maximum 
height otherwise permissible under this rule, and 

{Hi) the Municipal rommittee may permit the erection on the 
rear half of a building of covers for roof-stair-cases, hot 
weather sleeping rooms and sun slielters to a height in 
excess of the maximum height otherwise permissible. 

26. No person shall construci any stair case of a width of less than 
3 feet or with stej)s having a rise ot more than 9 inches, or of a breadth 
(»f less than 10 inches measured from the vertical face of the rise. 


Sinf^dmdes and Masonry Steps. 

27. Sunshades in the town shall not project moie than 3 feet from 
the wall, the height being lixed by the House Committee in each case. 

28. Masonry steps leading from thoroughfares on to shops and 
private houses, shall not be allowed unless built within the line of 
frontage. However, in (‘ases where it is necessary that such steps should 
be outside the line of frontage, they shall, if allowed, not project more 
than 3^ feet into the street and when they cross a drain, they shall 
not project beyond the outer edge of the masonry of the drain. 

Exceptions may be made in the case of shops and garages on streets 
not less than 30 feet wide. 


God owns, 

29. All godowns for grain, fruit, vegetables, hidevS, bones, etc., 
should be built entirely of pucca brick with deeji foundations of lime 
concrete and with cement concrete floor, special attention being paid 
to the close fitting of the doors. All window^s should be covered with 
wire gauze. If there be any upper storey over the godowns the roof 
should be made of corrugated iron with cement above.

30. Wheu au application is received it should first ])e scrutinized by 
the Mnnici})al SecT'etarv, oi* liis Head (Oeik. with a view to seeing 
whetlier it complies \n ith the re<|uirements of the rules, and whether 
all Ihe plans, specifications, et(‘., prescribed in these rules, are complete 
and in order. It the applic>ation is not in order, it should be returned 
to the applicant for completion by the Secretary. If the application is 
in order, the form A should be filled up as far as possible at this 
stage and the application should be entered in the register of building 
applications and forwaided to the Municipal Engineer and ihe Health 
Officer. 

31. The Municipal Overseer should then examine the application on 
its merits, verify the particulars as to the vsite given in it, report whether 
the proposed building will involve hny encroachment on or over public 
land, or lands with regard to which the Committee is in dispute with 
some private person, wlietiier the Tmilding is in conformity with the 
rules and wheiher it will encroach upon any building line which has 
been fixed by the (committee. 

3!2. (a) The MuniOpal Engineer will then note his remarks as to 
the structural siabilily of Hie proposed building and any other technical 
jioint:^ which lie nniy wish to bring to the notice of the Committeo and 
will send the application to tlie Health ( )fHcer, direct, for remarks as 
to the sufficiency of the proposed arrangements for light, ventilation, 
drainage, accommodation, etc., and Hie Health Officer, after recording 
his remarks, should return the papers to the Secretary, for submission 
to the House Committee. 

(/;) The House Committee will sanction all such a]>plications in which 
the requirements ot the rules have lieen fulfilled and the Municipal 
Engineer and the Health Officer have expn'ssed their concurrence, and 
the House Committee may reje(‘t any ajqilications whicli do not conform 
to the rules. 

(r) Cases in whicli there is differeme of opinion between the Com- 
mittee arid the Muuici])al Engineer, or the Health Officer, or in which 
any objections are raised by any member of the House Committee on 
([iiestioiis of priu(‘iple shall he submitted fo the Oerieral Committee tor 
their decision, and the applicant sKall not be permitted to begin work

33. Finally wheu the Committee has passed orders they should be 
communicated to the applicant as soon as possible and one copy of the 
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plan and specifications should be returned to him with any modificationa

34. Such applications sliall be disposed of within one month from 
the date of receipt or disposal of last objectioji, if any. 

35. i^very sanction for tlie erection, or ?*e-erection of any building 
Avhicli shall be given by the Committee shall lemain iii force for one year 
only from the date of such sanction. Should the erection, or re-erection^ 
of the building* not liave been commenced within the said period of on©^ 
year, the sanction shall be deemed to have lapsed, but such lapse shall 
not bar any subsequent application for fresh samdion.

36. When a liuildiiig, for which the Committee has given sanction, 
has been completed the Municipal Engineer and the Health Officer shall, 
before it is allowed to be used, jointly certify within ten days of receipt 
of notice of completion that it lias been constructed in a(‘Cordaii(‘e with. 
the sanctioned plan and spe(‘ificniions. 

Govern m en ( Bu i Id i n(/s . 

37. Nothing contained in the Municipal Act, or the rules, applies 
to Government huildings. In respect of such buildings the Committee is 
entitled only to receive notice of the proposed erection and to make any 
objection or suggestion with regard to such erection, as it may think 
fit, to the Local Government, whose orders shall be final.

Regulation of projections. 

:Vo. dated the 22nd \Augnnt, 192d . — In exercise of the 

powers confeiued by section 102 (1) (/) of tbe Quetta Municipal Law,^ 
the Agent lo the Governor General in BaluchivStan is pleased to publish 
the following rules for the regulation of projections in the town: — 

1. Every application for permiseion to erect or re-erect any projec- 
tion over a street or drain shall be accompanied by the following plans 
in dupli(‘ate, prepared in the manner })rescribed in paragraph 2: — 

(a) A small scale plan of the locality showing the precise situa- 
tion of the building concerned. 

ih) A large vscale plan indicating the situation of the building 
concerned in relation to the streets or lanes adjoining the 
building or land and indicating the breadth of the adjoin- 
ing streets or lanes arid in the case of a street or lane of 
which the breadth is not uniform the width in the 
narrowest part, and 

{c) Where an open Municipal drain has to be covered, a plan and 
section showing clearly how it is proposed to cover the 
drain in question, and, wheie a culvert is to be built, 
showing the exact water-w-ay of the culvert. 

2. The plan mentioned in rule 1 {h) above shall be drawn to a scale 
of not less than 4 feet to the inch. The scale used shall be marked on 
the ])lans and the positions of the north point shall also be clearly 
indicated. All plans must be signed by the applicant and must 
show all details iiecessaiy to enable the Municipal Committee, or 
the Executive Officers concerned, to judge as to the suitahility of the pro- 
posed projections. The names of the owners of adjoining buildings or 
lands, together with tbe Kucba and house members if any shall he 
given. All proposed works shall he indicated by distinctive colours and 
a key to any colour or mark used shall be displayed on the plan. 

3. The dimensions and position of projections must conform to the 
conditions hereinafter prescribed.

ed with stamping ink with the words “ shee]> ” or “ goat as the case 
max be, under his supervision.

14. Meal, entrails and oft’al shall be removed from the slaughter- 
houses in covered carls, or covered baskets or vessels of a pattern to be 
approved by the Municipal authority, and the oflicial in charge of each 
slaughter-house shall duly inspect the said carts, baskets or vessels, see 
that they are clean and in good order and shall not allows any meat to 
be removed in a cart, basket or vessel, that is not clean or in good 
order. 
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15. All meat and oHal from the Municipal slaughter-houses shall be 
conveyed to tlie markets for sale along such route as the Committee may 
from time to time prescribe and shall reacli the markets by such time 
as the Committee may fix. 

16. No person shall blow or stulf any meat within the slaughtei'-house 
premivses and the Ileal tli Officer, Veterinary Assistant or Market 
Inspector may (\ause to be destroyed any meat found to have been blown 
or stuffed .

— The license shall be granted hy the Municijial 
Secretary in Form A appended to these rulcvS (which shall he ])rjnted 
on strong cloth-backed paperj on payment of the fee prescribed bv rule

No. SSI, dated the P)th Auyusi, VHJ7 . — In exercise of the powers 
conferred by section 103 of the Quetta J^lunicipal I^aw,^ the Honourable 
the Agent to the Governor General in Baluchistan is pleased to make 
the following rules for the suppression of mendicancy and of loitering 
.or importuning for the purpose of prostitution, and for the removal and 
.exclusion of certain persons from the Quetta Municipality: — 

1. Within the limits of the Quetta Municipality no person shall in 
any street or public place (a) loiter, or beg for alms as a mendicant, 
(b) loiter, or importune any person, for the purpose of prostitution.

shall report the matter to the Honourable the Agent to the Governor 
General in Baluchistan, and, if the Honourable the Agent to the (tov- 
ernor General so directs, shall issue a notice in writing, requiring the 
person to remove from the Quetta Municipal limits within a time to be 
specified in the notice and prohibiting him from re-entering them 
without written permission from the Honourable the Agent to the Gov- 
ernor General in Baluchistan.

cause a copy of the order to be served on the person, together with a 
notice in writing requiring him to remove from the Municipal limits 
within a time to be specified in the notice, and prohibiting him from 
re-entering them without the permission in writing of the Honourable 
the Agent to the Governor General. 
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Provided that uo such order shall he made if the only reason for 
making it is that such person : — 

{i) is disorderly, or 

{ii) has been convicted of any offence punishable under Chapter 
XVIT of the Indian Penal Code, or 

{iti) has been ordered under the Code of Criminal Procedure, 
189<S, to execute a bond for his good behaviour. 

4. When any person has, under either of the two last foregoing rules, 
been directed to remove from the (Juetla Municipal limits, and has not 
obtained the wiition ])ermission mentioned in such rule to re-enter the 
Quetta Municipal limits, no ])erson who 1ms knowledge of those facts 
shall harbour or c<mceal him in tlie (Quetta Muni(‘ipal limits. 

5. Whoever, {a) having under rjile 2 or d been prohibited from 
remaining ii» (u* re-entering^ the Quetta Munici])al limits, remains in or 
re-enters them without the written permivssion of the Honourable the 
Agent to the Governor General in Baluchistan, or [h) eojnmits a breach 
of rule I or 4, shall be liable to be arrested on a Avarrant issued by the 
District Magistrate, Quetta, and shall on conviction by a Magistrate be 
punishable witli fine which may extend to fifty rupees, and, when the 
breach is a continuing breach, with a further fine whi(ih may extend to 
five rupees for every day after the date of such conviction during which 
the breach is proved before a Magistrate to have been persLsted in. 

6. Any member of the Police force employed in the Quetta Municipal 
limits may arrest without warrant any person committing or charged 
with having committed an offence punishable undei* clause (a) or clause 
(6) of the last foregoing rule : 

Provided as follows : — 

(?) No person shall be so arrested whose name and address are 
known to the arresting officer. 

{ii) No person shall be so arrested who consents to give his name 
and address unless there is reasonable ground for doubting 
the accuracy of the name or address so given, the burden 
of proof of which shall be on the arresting officer. 

(Hi) No person so arrested shall be detained after his name and 
address have been ascertained. 

(iv) No person so arrested shall, exiiept undei* the ordervS of the 
Political Agent, Quetta, be detained longer than may be 
necessary for bringing him before the Political Agent.

1. Short title, e.rienf, ojiplirafiioi and coinincneement . — (7) This A(‘C 
may be called the Nortli-AAest Fiontier Constahnlaiy Act, 1915; and 
extended to the Frontier Corps, r/:„ the Kurram Militia, the Tochi 
Scouts and the South Waziristan Scouts; 

{2) Tt extends to the whole of the North-West Frontier Proviiue, 
and applies also to eve] y member of the Frontier (\)rps, eiz.^ the Kurram 
Militia, the Tochi S<'o\its and the South Waziristan Scouts, wherever

(«) active service ” means service against hostile tribes, raiders 
or other hostile persons, or persons co-operating with or 
assisting such tribes, raiders or hostile persons;

(h) without authority, leaves his commanding officer, or his post 

or party, to go in search of plunder; or, 

(i) quits his guard, picquct, party or patrol without being 

regularly relieved or without leave; or, 

(j) uses criminal force to, or commits an assault on, any person 

bringing provisions or other necessaries to camp or quar- 
ters, or forces a safeguard or, without authority, brealoi 
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into any house or any other place for plunder, or plunders,

Tile Kashmir Residency comprises : — 

(a) Tlio territories ot If is Ilij^bness the Maliamja of Jaiiimn and 
Kashmir, and 

{h) The States of JInnza and Naf>:iv and ilir political distiicts of 
Chilus, Lshkoman, Vasin and Kuli (jiln'zar, which acknow- 
ledg-e the suzerainty of the Mahainjah of Kashmir. 

The Gilgit Wazarat of Kashmir, the States of Hnnza and Kagir and 
the political districts of Chilas. lshkoman, Tasin and Kuh Ghizar are 
immediately within the political charge, in subordination to the Resid- 
ent, of the Political Agent of Gilgit and corisiitute the Gilgit Agency. 
An Assistant to tlio Resident who is c.r-offido British Joint rornmif^ioncr 
for the Central Asian Trade Ronie under the Treaty^ of 1870 is in poli- 
tical charge of affairvS on tlie LadakL frontier. The rest of the Residency 
is directly within the poliUcal charge of the Resident. 

In the territories of His Highness the Maharaja the political anthori- 
ties possess the following jurisdiction: — 

Criminal * — The Resident and his Assistants have powers to en(|nire 
into or trv cases against Europeans (both Britisl) subjects and of other 
nationalities), Americans, Christians of European descent, Native 
Indian subjects of His Majesty when merely visiting the territories of 
His Highness or acting as servants of a EuTo])ean British subject, and 
British subjects accused of having committed offences conjointly with 
European British subjects. 

The trial of Native Indian subjects who ordinarily dwell, or carry on 
business, oi personally work for gain within His Highness’ territories, 
ordinarily rests with the Courts of tlie Jammu and Kashmir Government. 
At the same time, any such person convicted by the State Courts bas 
the right of making a representation to the Resident, who will address 
the Jammu and Kashmir Qovernraent if ho considers that there is 
ground for interference. 

Civil , — The Resident and his Assistants have powers to dispose of 
civil suits in which both parties are subjects of His Majesty, or the 
defendant is a European British subject, or the defendant is a Native 
Indian subject of His Majesty and at the time of the commencement of 
the suit does not ordinarily dwell or caiTy on business or personally work 
for gain within the territories of the Maharaja. 

All other suits between subjects of His Majesty on the one hand and 
subjects of the Maharaja on the other hand are ordinarily triable in the 
Courts of the State.

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CHAPTER IV.--PUNJAB STATES AGENCY. 

The Punjab States Agency ooniprises the lollowing 18 States: — 

Patiala, Bahawalpiir, Jiiul, Nabha, Kapurthala, Mandi, Simiir, 
Bilaspur, Malerkotla, Faridkot, Chaniba, Suket and Loharu. 

These States^ were in political relations with the Punjab Government 
till 1921 in which year they were placted in diiect relations with the 
Government of India through the medium of the Agent to the Governor- 
General, Punjab States, Lahore. 

All the States possess powers of life and death over their own subjects. 
The present ruler of the Sirmur State however has been invested with 
these powers as a personal mark of distinction for his life only. 

There are no Administered Areas in the Punjab States Agency. 

The various Railways are included in the North Western Division 
of Railways according to the classificaiion in Volume VIII.

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CHAPTEK V.-SIKKIM. 

Sikkim was in political relations with the (ioveinmeiit of Bengal until 
the 1st April, 1900, from wliicL (lute it has been in direct relations with 
the (xovernmeiit of India through the Political Ollicer in Sikkim. Since 
1905 Bhutan* has been included in the same Political Agency. 

In Sihkim the Political Officer possesses jurisdiction in criminal 
matters in lespect of British subjects, Kuiopeana and Americans, while 
in (dvil suits it is oj>i{onal with British subjects to have recourse to the 
Political OtH(‘,ei ’s (loiirt or to the State Courts.

Arrangements for the exercise of criminal and civil jurisdiction in 

Sikkim. 

No. 64 rJ., dated the 19th February, 1929 . — In exercise of the powers 
conferred by the Indian (Foreign Jurisdiction) Order in Council, 1902, 
and of all other powers enabling him in that behalf, and in supersession 
of the notification of the Government of India in the Foreign Department, 
No. 1932-1. B., dated the 30th September, 1909, the Governor General 
in Council is pleased to provide as follows for the administration of 
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justice in respect of those cases in whicli the Governor -General in Council 
has jurisdiction in Sikkim: — 

Part I, — Criminal Jurisdiction, 

For the purposes of criminal jurisdiction, except in proceedings 
against European Britisli subjects and persona jointly charged with 
European British subjects, the following arrangements shall be made, 
namely : — 

1. The Political Officer in Sikkim shall exercise the powers of a 
District Magistrate and a Court of Session as described in the Code of 
Criminal Procedure, 1898 (Act V of 1898), and the British Trade Agent, 
Gyantse, and the Britisli Trade Agent, Tatung, shall each exercise the 
powers of a Magistrate of the first class ac described in the said Code. 

2. In exercise of the jurisdiction of a Court of Session conferred on 
him by this notification the said Political Officer may take cognisance 
of any offence as a Court of original criminal jurisdiction without the 
accused person being committed to him by a Magistrate and shall when 
so taking cognisance of any offence follow 4iie procedure laid down by 
the said Code for the trial of warrant (‘ases by Magistrates. 

3. No appeal shall He from anV senten(*,e passed or order made by 
the said Political Officer in the exercise of the powers of a District 
Magistrate. 

4. A person convicted by the said Political Officer in the exercise 
of the powers of a Court of Sesvsion may appeal to the High Court of 
Judicature at Fort William in Bengal and a person convicted by the 
Britisli Trade Agent, Gyantse or Tatung, in the exercise of the powers 
of a Magistrate of the first chiwss may appeal to the said Political Officer: 

Provided that no appeal shall lie if the sentence passed on such con- 
viction would not have been appealable to the High Court, or in the case 
of a conviction by the British Trade Agent, Gyantse or Tatung, to the 
Court of Session, under the law for the time being in force in British 
India. 


Part IL — Civil, Jurisdiction, 

For the purposes of civil jurisdiction the following arrangements 
shall be made, namely: — 

1. The Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 (Act V of 1908), shall apply 
in so far as the same may be applicable subject to the provisions of this 
notification and to any amendments to which the said Code is for the 
time being subject in British India. 

2. The Political Officer in Sikkim shall exercise the powers of a , 
District Court as described in the said Code of Civil Procedure. 
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3. No appeal shall lie from any decree or order of the said Political 
Officer in the exercise of the civil jurisdiction hereby conferred,
